Not- 
ng we read in other Hiſtorians, that Fu 
lian the *Apoſtate being retired among the Gauls 
{where he remam'd a long time in that part of Pa- 
- is which is now call'd the Hotel de C/uny) he built 
this Fortreſs, as a Cheek upon the People of tho'e 
Parts whowere very uneaſie and apt to riſe: after 
all we muſt confeſs there is no great certainty of 
theſe things, by reaſon of the Ignorance of thoſe 
Apes that went before us, which have leſt or de- 
firoy'd thoſe Memorials which ſhould have infor- 
m&d usof the truth, had they been now in being. 
- to the name of this Town; ſome ſay it-as 
Giled Enutcria from King Luevs, who wasof 
t eſteem among the ancient Garuls ; others, 
= the Latin word Lutum which fignifies Dirt 
and-Mud ; poſſibly becauſe its Situation, -being 
between the two Arms of a River, there was con- 
plenty of Water and Dirt. And without 
doubt it is for this reaſon that the little ſpace of 
Ground which lies at the further end of the Pers 
Pont, between the new itreet of Noſtre-Dame, 
and the Street de la Calande, is at this day {till 
called {ſe Marche palud. Other Authors ſay, that 
the name Pars might well have been dang | 
from the Greek word Ileg#. which ſignifies mew F 
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and from the Goddeſs I/is who had formerly a 
Temple in that place where ſtands at preſent the 
Church of St. Germain des prez,; from which 
place Paris was not far diſtant. And the Village 
of If near to Vaugerard might perhaps have 
alfo taken-name from her, that Goddeſ, having 
had.a Temple there, ſerv'd by certain Prieſts, for 
whoſe maintenance the Lands that lay about that 
place were appropriated ; which Lands belong at 
preſent to the Abbey of St. Genevitve du Mane. 
In the mean time- 1/is was niot the only Deity that 
was Worſhipp'd about Paris, Cybele Fad alſo her 
Temples there. To maintain which conjequre 
we may here take notice of the Diſcovery whigh 
was made ſome years paſt in the Garden of Mon 
fieurBerrierjn the Street called Coquilhere not far 
from the Church of St. Euſtache. As they were 
digging there deeper than ordinary to make the 
foundation of a Wall, they diſcovered the ruins 
of an old Tower, with a Buſt of Braſs, repreſent- 
ing a Womans head ſomething bigger than the 
Lik and Crowned with a Caſtle compoſed of four 
Towers, with the ancient ſort of Pinacles in 
{uch maaner as we ſee 'em in the old Baſs reliefs 
of Rome, or upon Medals repreſenting the God- 
defs Cybcle who was invoked for the fruntfulnefs 
y the Earth, and whora the Poets called Timrita 
7, All Antiquaries who faw this Piece did 
not-in the lealt queſtion ts Antiquity, , Among 
others the Reverend Father du ke one of 
the Learnedit Men of the Kingdom.in theſe things, 
has printed a {mall Tract to prove that this head 
ight have ſerv'd in ſome Temple hutlt in this 
J place where this Goddeſs was adored.”

Since thoſe times this great 
City is much augmented, and continually extends 
ed into the Fields, till not long fince for ſeveral 
weighty Confiderations, there have been certain 
Bounds prefcribed, beyond which it is not lawful 
to raiſe any buildings. It is to be obſerved: that 
Paris being thus bounded, its extent is the more 
conſiderable, in regard there is not to be found in 
it any place that is not extreme full of People, 
and as thick of Houſes as can be contrived, in 
ſome of which there are continually ſeveral di- 
{tint Families in one houſe, which is rarely to be 


ſect in other Towns, where every one delires to . 


dwell apart, and where there are few houſes to be 


found of ſeyen Stories high, as they are all about -

Theſe Nuns 
had their abode formerly in the Street called Ru& 
de la mortellerie, where they were Hoſpital-Siſters 
under the name of Haudriettes, their Houſe in 
that place having been founded by one Szephen 
Haudry Eſquire to the King St. Lewis, to Har 
bor, and they to ſerve the poor and fick, as Hiſto- 
rians tell us. But being too much ſtraitned for 
Room 1n that ftreet they removed to this place, 
where they changed their name as well as Situa- 
tion, Of late years they have raiſed here ſeveral 
Noble buildings, eſpecially their Church, which 
is a Dome or Cupulo after the Roman manner, 
very high; the inſide of which is adorned with

of the painting, and the deſign, the finelt that 
can be, and one of the molt finiſh'd things of 
Paris, The Nuns Quire is very handſom, but 
is difficult to ſee, by reaſon of the great Grate 
that divides it from the Church, which Grate is 
no-ill imitation of that at Val-de-Grace. As you 
go out you ought to take notice of the Portico 
ſupported by eight Corimmehian Pillars, with a 
Fronton and a Corniſh, the Carving Work of 
which is not yet finiſhed. 

All this Building was deſigned by M. Herard, 
director of the Academy of Painters which the 
King maintains at Rome. 

Having ſeen theſe things you need to proceed 
no. further this way, there being nothing confi- 
derable in the Fauxburgh of 'St. Honore, unleſs 
Kt be the Workhouſe of Monfieur Anguerre, 
where you may ſee ſome works in Sculpture ; and 
a young Garden or Nurſery which in Spring time 
has very curious Flowers: This laſt s to 
the King, who cauſed it to be nqaade here, 
hence to furniſh the Twlleries with fach Flowers 
as are needfal to ſet of the Parterres, there is al- 
ſo in this place a great number of Orange-Trees 
well kept and preſerved.

The Palais Brion:- - 


People give it that name becauſe the Duke of 
Amville Earl of Brion, for ſome time made his 
abode here. This Building is part of the Palais 
Royal, and was begun by the Cardinal of Riche- 
lieu, who deſigned it for his Library. But” ſome 
years ſince the King hath given it to two Acader 
mies, that of Painting, and that of Architecture. 
The firſt of theſe was eſtabliſhed by M.des Noyers, 
under the direction of M. de Chambray Brother 
of M. de Chant-Loup, from whoſe pen we have 
ſeveral excellent pieces in print, among others, 
The Parallel of the Ancient and Modery Archi- 
tefture, Palladio tranſlated into French, Cc. 
This Academy was re-eſtabliſhed by Monſieur 
the Chancelier Seguier, after whoſe death that 
beautiful Cartafa/que at the Fathers of -the O- 
ratory, was erected to his Memory as to their 
Protector. Monſieur Colbert ſucceeded him in 
this Charge and in the affetion he bore them. 
Every day here is expoſed a naked man, which's 
the-Model by which the young Scholars defign, 
n order to attain frem Nature her ſelf the great 
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Art of Painting, an Art that requiresa moſt afſþ 
duous Study. The great Hall where they 
is full of abundance of Pictures done by the 
able Maſters in the Academy, and of all thoſe pi 
ces that have been won for Prizes, which are 
diſtributed to raiſe emulation among Gr 
Artiſts, , and of the Maſter-pieces of thoſe who 
have defired to be admitted into the | 
The R ions and Buſts of ſeveral perſons 
who have contributed to the eſtabliſhment of this 
Academy are here alſo preſerved. And in regard 
- Painting is not the only thing here exerciſed but 
Sculpture alſo, have hither from. Rome 
the models in Plaiſter of the molt famous Statues 
of Antiquity, as that of Flora, of Hereules in the 
Palace of Farneze, of Venus, of the two Preſt 
ters, and of ſeveral others. Here are alſo ſeveral 
Baſ3-reliefs, and Sculptures better than ordinary. 
The names of thoſe who are the preſent Members 
of this Academy are

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The Gate is a curious piece, and the Stair-caſe 
ws very light, and A pleaſant: The 
Bw Be are large and high. But to. fay the 
Truth, they are not ſo convenient as beautiful, 
On the Garden fide are contrived two ſmall Cx 
binets (or Cloſets ) ſupported with Pillars with 
much Art and Induſtry, but they are two ſmall 
for the bigneſs of the Pillars which ſupport them.

In the fame Street ſtandsthe Here! de Gra- 
mont. This Houſe hath for a long time been 
juſtly. efteemed one of the faireſt of Paris. It 
did once belong to the Sieur Monerote, who ſpa- 
red no Coft to make it Glorious. And it {till 
preſerves its Beauty, for its Farnituce is moſt 
magnificent, ſince it came to the Duke ofGramone. 
It looks towards Momemartre which renders its 
ſituation extreme pleaſant. 

Near this is the Hotel de Gran:e, not all out 
fo magnificent, but very commodious and plea- 
fant, uſe of its Garden which is one of the 
neateſt of Paris, the abode of the Mareſchal of 
thatname. This Hite! did once belong fo the 
Sicur Thevenin, who was a very curious peps 


fon. . 

Not far from hence is the Howſe of St, Cotre- 
Blanche. Here was formerly a very good Libra- 
ry: and it was once adorned with very good Fur- 
niture and curious Pictures, but 1ts Maſter 
having changed his Fortune, all theſe things are 
now dtſperſcd. 

The Horſe of M. Fremont, and ſeveral others 
that look upon the Fields, are not unpleaſant. 

The Houſe of M. de Bors-Franc, Intendant of 
the Duke of Orleans, which is on the other fide. 
of the Street, is one of the moſt finiſhed things 
that can be ſeen. The face of the Building next 
the Court is extreme regular, ſet off with a _ 
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of Portico whoſe Pillars are of the Tomzch Order, 
with Vaſes on the top done about with Feſtons 
and other Ornaments, all which give you a plea- 
fing object as you enter. Round about the Conrt 
are Buſts of Emperors placed between the Arches 
that ſupport the Building. The Stair-caſe is very 
ſpacious, with a Baluſtrade of Wood painted like 
white Marble, and with a great deal of 
deſign. The Baſ-reliefs on the Doors of the ſe- 
ow, Apartments, tho they be but of Plaiſter, 
are notwithſtanding very Ornamental. There is 
alſo in this Houſe a Cabinet ( or Cloſet ) of very 
choice Books. As you go out you ought to ob- 
ſerve the great Gate which is extremely well com 
trived on a very odd fort of a Foundation.

But of late years it hath been made much more 
numerous, in regard that at preſent here are 
more than fifty thouſand Volumes, among which 
are twelve, or fifteen thouſand Manuſcripts in Hes 
brew, Greek, Arabick, Syriack, Latin, French, 
and almoſt all Languages. As for printed 

there is no rare piece that can be heard of, but 
you may find here a Copy. Here are ſeveral very 
ancient Manuſcripts of St. Cyprian, which Cathe 
rine de Medicis brought with her, as alſo divery 
other very ſcarce Books, out of the famous Li 
brary of Laurence de Medicis, There are als 
ſome pieces of the Hiſtory of France, which 
have been Colledted very particularly and are 
kept here with great care. The Duke of Bethune, 
hath compoſed a conſiderable number touching 
the moſt important Negotiations which have 
been from the time of Francis I. to the Mini- 
ftry of Cardinal de Richelieu. All theſe Volumes 
are curiouſly bound in Turkie-Leather of a 
Flame-colour, 'gilt, and the Kings Arms on the 
Covers.. Books of Prints have alſo their 
proper places, of which there are here ſeveral 
great Volumes Collected by Monſieur the Abbot 
Marolles, the moſt curious perſon of his time, 
in theſe matters. The ſeveral Maſters are pla- 
ced in ſeveral Shelves, the Italians, Flemings , 
the Dutch, and the French, ſo that without 
much trouble one may obſerve their peculiar 
ways and fancies, and how theſe great Maſters 
arrived to perfection in the Art of Painting, by 
different Roads, Here are alſo ſeveral Ancient 
Volumes of Limnings or Miniatures, well and 
carefully preſerved, in which one may remarque 
the ity of the Habits of our Anceſtors, 
and their odd fancies in defigning ; nA 
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beautiful things of this kind are certain Collei- 
ons of Animals and Plants, deſign'd upon Vellum, 
after the life, by Monſieur Robere, who hath 1a- 
boured a long time to render this Work com- 
pleat as we now ſee it. Here you may fee a 
very great Volume in Folio, containing all ſorts 
of Sea-Fiſh, this the States of Holland preſented 
ta Cardinal Mazarine, after a good Office re- 
ceived from that Miniſter, in a long Negotiation; 
and after his death it was placed in this Cabinet. 
In fine you may view in this Library whatſoever 
Book you can defire upon any Subject. Monſieur 
the Prior of Nogent, Son to Monſieur Colbert, 
is the Library keeper, M. Carcavs is Keeper un- 
der him, and M.Cl/ement hath under him the care 
of placing the Books, and keeping the Cata- 
logue. 


Books are not the only Curiofity to be ſeen in 
this place. The Medals _ of the moſt 
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conſiderable Treaſures. HereCarg/ of all forts, 
Ancient and Modern, no le's tifin twenty thou- 
ſand. . Certainly there is not in all Italy a more 
conſiderable Collection, They are placed accor- 
ding to the order of time in little Cabinets of 
Cedar, whoſe Drawers are gilt and Titled neatly ; 
The ſequel of the latter Greek Empire' is fo 
compleat, that the Learned M. du Cange hath 
compoſed from hence the laſt Volume of his Bi- 
zantine Hiltory. As for the Moderns here are 
all that can be met with not only of Popes,Kings, 
Princes of Grmany and Italy, but of every other 
. Nation, even the very Jettons (or Counters ) 
which remarque any particular event of Hiſtory 
are here preſerved. Here arealſo a great number 
of ancient Agates, among others one repreſent- 
ing Conſtantme the Great Crowned with Lawrel, 
extremely

its bigneſs, beſides that it was wrought dat.

is the Tomb of Childeric the fourth King of; 


France, who lived in the year 458. and was th 


immediate Predeceflor of Clours, This Manu- 
ment was diſcovered at Tourng? in the year 1653. 


As certain Workmen were digging near the Ca- 
thedral Church in an old Buriak-place in order to 
lay a Foundation for a Sacriſty ; they firſt diſco- 
vered the skeliton of a Horſes Head, and after 
that near the ſame place a long Stone in nature 
of a Tomb, which Stone the Workmen were 
fain to break before they could remove it ; 
But they were ſurpriſed *to find under it the 
Bones of a Man all lying in their natural and pro- 
per ſituation. Curiofify urging them to exa- 
mine this diſcovery ſtill turther,they found amon 
the Bones a good quantity of Greek Medals 
Gold, of the latter Empire, with a great num- 
ber of Flies of the ſame metal, with theiwywings 
half open, and enamelled with Cornehan. The 
noiſe of this ſpread over the Town immediately, 
and the Canons of the Cathedral Church came 
to the place to conſider what theſe things might 
diſcover. In fine, they ſtill found further a 
kind of Claſp, a great Buckle, and an Oxes head 
of Gold alſo,which laft was apparently the repre- 
ſentation of that Divinity which they at that tune 
Worſhiped. There was /alſo a Sworg garniſhed 
with the ſame metal. But that which eftectually 
_ diſcovered this to be the Tomb of King Chi/de- 
ric, was a Scal-Ring of Gold, on which was put H 
a 
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head, with theſe words about it, Sigilhem Chil- 
deviei Regis. We need not fay that there was 
alſo certain Table-books, with their -ncedle or 
pen, of gold, the Iron head of a Battle-axe almoſt 
confumed with ruft, with a Ball of Chriftal folid 
and round like an egg which ſerved in his Sickneſs 
to tov! his month, or for ſome other uſe accor- 
ding to the Cuſtom of that age, nov unknown. 
All theſe things were collected together with. a 
great deal of care. And the Arth Duke who 
was then Governor of the Low-Countries, defi- 
ring to have this precious Monument for his own 
Cabinet, the Canons of Turney could not refuſe 
him ; but that Prince dying, it came to the Em- 
perours poſſeſſion. After this the Elector of 
Cologne, who had uſed his utmoſt endeavours to 
obtain it from the Arch-Duke in his life-time, 
made now the ſame requeſts to the Emperour, 

who ſent him the Monument as ſoon as he defired 
This the EleCtor preſented to the King, who 
cauſed it to be placed in his own Cabinet, where 
it is now preſerved as an evidence of the high An- 
| tiquity the French Monarchy,and the original 
| of the Flowers-de-Lis, contrary to what > et 
hath writ in his Book called Anaſtaſis Childerscs, 

to which Book Monſieur de St. Amant hath. ex- 
tremely well anſwered and made it apparent 

that thoſe things which they found in the Tomb 

like Flies, were indeed Flower s-de-Lis, and not 

Bees, as that Author umagines.

Monſieur Blondel defigned all the new 
Gates, and alſo all the other Imbelliſhments that 
are raiſed in Paris of late years; the Inſcriptions 
alſo are his, res ns that _ Perſons abi- 
lity appear ec inary in all things. 

JED Faux-b we ought to ſee The 
Houſe of the Fathers of the Msſſion of St. Laza- 
rus. Of late years theſe Fathers have raiſed 
much building for the entertainment of their nu- 
merous Society. Formerly this was a Maladrery, 
that 1s, an Hoſpital for Leprous People. But 
that Diſeaſe being ceaſed in this laſt Age, theſe 
Lazer houſes have been converted to other uſes, 
and this here being fallen into the hands of Father 
Vincent de Paul, Inſtitutor of the Miſſion, it is 
become the head or principal Seat of all his Con» 
gregation. Whoſe Inſtitution is to go abroad 
into remoteVillages and there to inſtruct the poor 
Peaſants, and alſo to teach the young Clerks the 
Ceremonies of the Church ; hence 1t is that at 
the four times appointed yearly for Ordination, 
all thoſe who are to be preſented to the Arch- 
Biſhop for Orders, ought firſt to paſs here eleven 
days in exhortations and inſtructions, during

in the reputation of SanCtity, this Church took 
his name, after the ſame manner as other Chur- 
ches had done on like occaſions. At preſent it is 
Collegiate, compoſed of twelve Chanons who are 
obliged to go to the grand Proceflions at Notre 
— by reaſon this Church depends on that Ci 


St. Fulien desMeneſtriers. Where at preſent : 
Community of Prieſts inhabit. Formerly this 
was an Hoſpital erected by two famous Muſficiars 
or Minſtrels in the year 1330. for the Relief 
of poor ſick Women. 

- Croſs the way ſtands the Hall or Office of the 
Company of Eaſt-India Merchants, remarkable 
for certain Figures over their Gate. After that 
you come to The 
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The Hotel de Vic, which has been repaired ve- 
ry lately, and does now belong to divers particu- 
lar perſons. * Next you have 

St. Nicolas des Champs, founded by King Re» 
beret whoſe Palace ſtood near this place,on the ve- 

ſame Ground where now is S. Martins.This is 

Pariſh-Church' of a very large Pariſh, and full 
of People. M. Gaſſends, one of the moſt famous 
Philoſophers of this laft Age, is here interred in 
a Chappel belonging to Monſieur de Monmore. 
Monfieur Bernier fo well known for his profound 
Learning, and for thoſe famous Travels which 
he made into the Indies, where he abode ſome 
time, hath tranſlated his Works into French for 
the eaſe and ſatisfaction of thoſe who do not 
underſtand the Latin Tongue. Near this is 

Se. Martin des Champs. This Monaſtery is 
compaſſed about with high Walls and Battlements 
after the ancient faſhion, with Towers from 
ſpace to ſpace as they built in old time; 
the Church and reſt of the Covent, have all the 
marks of great Antiquity. But the great Altar 
is according ' to the Modern, and deſigned by 
Manſard. It is compoſed of four Corinthian 
Pillars of Marble, of a diſpoſition and proporti- 
on worthy ſo great a Maſter. The Order of 
St. Bennet have been a long time poſſeſſed of this 
houſe. And Monſieur the Abbot de L zonne, Son 
of the Secretary of State, is Prior hereof, which 
1s a yery conſiderable Revenye. Sore think this 
houſe was founded by Philzp the firſt or by his 
Father, King Reberr, both which kept their 
Court in this place. But we read in fome Au- 
thors that there were here even at that time very 
ancient Buildings, and that thoſe Kings did. only 
repair them for their own habitation. 

E 2 Tie 
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The Gate of St. Martin, as well as the Kaur 
bourg on this ſide-of the Town, take their name 
from the Priory of which we have been ſpeaking 
This Gate was built in the year 1674. almoſt x 
the ſame tune with that of St. Denis. It i; 
kind of Triumphal Arch, conſiſting of three 
paſſages, of winch that in the middle is higher 
than the other two. The work hath about fi 
ty foot of Front, and as much in heighth, the 
Architecture is of that fort which is called By:

us. 
In the Faux-bourg you ſee the Church of 
St. Lewonce nine? an Abby of the Benediftin, 
Order, but at preſent a Parochial Church, whofe 
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Pariſh extends a good way into the Town. The 
Portal of this Church is very handſom, and the 
Altaris of a very particular deſign, contrived by 
the Learned M. /e Pautre ſo well known for hy 
excellent Works in Architecture. The - Orna- 
ments and Statues belonging to this Church de- 
ſerve to be well obſerved. 

The Patr of St.Laurence begins on the Feaſt 
day of this Saint ( Awp. 10.) and uſually laſts a 
whole Month. Not long fince it was uſed to be 
held in the Faux-bourg, but the Fathers of Saint 
L az are having built up in a piece of Ground be. 
longing to them, certain Houſes and Shops proper 
for this purpoſe, the Tradefmen found it conve- 
nient to remove thither,which yields thoſe Fathers 
a conſiderable Revenue. Over againſt this is 

The Convent of the Recollets, a neat Place. 
Here you ought to ſee ſome Paintings of Father 
Luc, a great unitator of Raphael, among others 
the Picture belonging to the great Altar. Their 
_ is alſo very handſom, and the Books neatly 
bound. 


* Behind this Monaſtery ſtands the great Hoſpital 
of St. Lewis. It was founded by Henry IV. in 
the year 1607. For thoſe who were viſited with 
the Plague. At preſent the Convaleſcents (or thoſe 
ſick who are recovering ) of the Hizel-Dieu, are 
removed hither for ſome Weeks, to. take the Air, 

Mont-Faucon is in the adjoyning Fields. This 
was formerly the place where they Executed Mu- 
lefactors, but ſerves at preſent for their Burying- 
place.

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The Rue St. Avoye. 


Saint Lewis whoſe Piety was reſplendent in all 
things) buitt in this Street an Hoſpital for old de- 
id Women; who were attended by Begunes 
or Maids who obſerved the Rale of St. Begue a 
Native-of Flanders, whoſe Church being dedi- 
cated to St. Avove, this Stree: took the ſame 
name, and hath kept it notwithſtanding the alte- 
ration of 'the Hoſpital which hath been ſince con- 
verted''to 'a"Monattery of Nuns of the Order of 
St. Auguſtin. 
you enter into.this Street you ought ta 
vilit che farr Houſe of the Sieur Faba in the Rne 
de St. Mederic. It 1s very regularly built, the 
front on that ſide next the Court is adorned with 
Pilaſters, and the Gate is in Bofſage with Scul 
tures, which make a very handſom ſhew.

#0ick,, yet the apartments both above. ſtairs and 
below, are of a handſom diſpoſition, the 
Rooms arc en enflads. and look upon. the Gar- 
den ; here is alſo one of the beſt furniſhed Libr 
ries.

This old Dalbing ſtill keeps the'name of the 
Knights Templers of Feru/a/em to whom it for- 
merly belonged. It is well known what a cruel dif- 
race befel them under the reign of Philip the fair. 
Croiſades (or Pilgrimages tothe Holy Land) 
being ceaſed, by reafan of the ad 4 In- 
valion in alf parts of Paleſtine, thefe Knights 
whofe Inſtitution was to conduct the Pilgnms to 
the Holy Places, thought themfelves excufed from 
that Office any longer, in which there was =P 
apparent Nanger * Hereupon they amaſſed up 
Riches, and withal became fo proud and diffo» 
tate, that as Hiſtorians fay, Pope Clement V. 
and Philip the fair a ether to ruin and 
utterly abokſh the whole Order, as a puniſhment 
for there Crimes and ſcandatous Debauchery. They 
began with the great Maſter, who with two of 
his Roanniondihe molt iltuftrious of the Order, 
the Pope under a fpecious pretext ſent for out of 
the Iſle of Cyprus. As ſoon asthey were come 
to Paris they were committed to Prifon, and 
being cruelly tortured tilt they confeſſed thofe in- 
famons Crimes which were pretended to- be pro- 
ved againſt them,they were at laft condemned to- 
be burnt alive at the place now calted the Greve. 
Te, 1s reported, hut with no 'great affurance, 
that at the” inftant of their Execution, M2lay, 
who was the great Maſter, cited the Pope and 
the King to appear before God ur a years tine, 
Whether this Circumſtance be true or not, certain 
i is that the Pope died in lefs then forty days and 
the King hard!y lived to the years end.

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From that time the Temple came to the Kings 
ſſeffion by Confiſcation, - who for ſome tune 
ept here their Court, but afterwards gave it to 
the ws 4p Hoſpitallers of St. Fohn of Feruſe 
lem, who at laſt made this their Provincial Houſe, 
for the French Province. Monſieur the Com- 
mandeur de Vendome, is at preſent Grand Prior, 
which brings him yearly .a Revenue of -above 
29000 Crowns. This place is very ſpacious, in- 
cloſed about by ancient Walls; ſupported with 
Towers; the Houſe which the Grand Prior 
inhabits, was built of late time by Monſieur de 
Souvray Grand Prior alſo; he was Son: of the 
Mareſchal de Souvray, Governor to Lewis XIIL 
But death prevented him from opening the 
Edifice ; ſo mugh as is done is of the deſign of the 


Steur de Liſle, an able Architect, who had built 
quite round the Court, and made a Gallery ſup- 
pron by Pillars, of which we ſee the beginnung, 


the Maſter lived; the Lodgings are at the 
further end of this Court, with two Stair-caſes in 
the two Pavilions of the two Wings. All theſe 
things areof a veryſhandſom Symmetry. 

Within the incloſure of the Temple you ought 
to ſee the houſe of Monſieur Fremont de Ablan- 
cour, a Jeweller. Formerly there were many 
Jewellers who4inhabited in this place, and made 
counterfeit Jewels very neatly, but of late years 
they have not been admitted to be here any lon- 
ger.

Great: The Houſes that are about 7% 
very beautiful and of the ſame (metry. They take 
up all that Ground which was formerly the Gar- 
dens belonging to the. Palars.des Tournelles which 


ſtood on thefide of the Rampart, in which Palace 
Francis V1. ns givin Auer ors 
ſors kept their Courts. But after that unha 
accident which 'befel Henry II. who was wo 
ed to death by the Earl of SOSRINY im the 
fatal Turnament then celebrated in the Rue Sr. 
Antoine upon the Marriage of Iſabe! of France 
to Philip II. King of Spain, Catherine of 
Medicis Widow of the deceaſed King fold this 
Palace, which had been firſt built by Charles V. 
to divers particular Perſons, who turned it into 
many Tenements ;' but -the whole Street which 
runs along near the Rampart ſtill keeps the an- 
cient name. 
The place of which we were ſpeaking is exactly 
ſquare,compoſed of fix and thirty Pavilions raiſed 
of the ſameSymmetry ; the raaterials are of Brick 
and Free-ſtone, raiſed upon a long row of Ar- 
ches, under the ſhelter of which one may walk 
round the place. In the middle of theſe Build- 
ings they have left a great void piece of Ground, 
which at prefent is about to be converted into a 
Garden ard is to be incloſed with a Paliſade of 
Iron, into which none may enter but thoſe he- 
longing to the Houſes about the Place, who only 
are to have keys.

Theſe Fathers were ſetled here in the year 1596: 
Their Church is one of the neateſt and lighteſt 
in Paris, and tho the Portal is not finiſhed, yet 
that hinders not but that it is very remarkable, in 
regard the famous Manſard made the deſign. The 
"Pillars of the firſt Order are Doricks ; but theſe 
Fathers having occaſion for a Tribune they cauſed 
vne to be raiſed over this Portal, and adorned it 
with Pillars on the outſide , which do not at all 
agree with that part which was begun by ſuch an 
able Maſter. Their Altar is alſo of the better 
. fort, contrived with Corinthian Pillars of black 
Marble, flatted, the only in all France of this 
manner. The Ornaments are not ſuperfluous; 
the Statue of the bleſſed Virgin is on one fide of 
it, and that of St. Fraxcis of Paula the Founder 
of this Order, on the other : both theſe Statug 
are well wrought. There are ſeveral Chappe!s in 
this Church well worth ſeeing, as that of M. the 
Duke of Vie-ville, whoſe Altar is all of Marble, in 
which Chappel there are ſeveral Tombs of divers 
Perſons of that Family, of the ſame materials;

They have alſo butlt on this Key ſeveral Houſes 
of the ſame Symmetry, inhabited by good Trade(- 
men.- This beautiful Enterprize was begun un» 
der the Prevoſt-ſhip of Monfieur Pelletier, at 
preſent Controller-general of the Finances, and 
all that was performed under his adminiſtration - 
has been as well for the Publick good, as for the 
Beauty of the City.

The Tabernacle which they expole 
on ſuch days is of Silver ſet off with FeusYapez 
and other Ornaments Silver and gilt, and 
Workmanſhip is of greater value than the matey 
rtals. One cannot ſee in any Church of Paris, a 
greater number of Reliquaries, Silver Veſſels, 
Candleſticks, Branches, Perfaming-pots, and ſuch 
like things all of Silver or Silver Gilt. Nay 
there are ſome all of Gold ; but that which 
moſt remarkable is a great Sun of Gold inriched 
with Diamonds and great Pearls, of a very conſi- 
derable price. The Ornaments are almolt of as 
great Beauty, among which there is one that re- 
preſents the adoration of the three Kings embroi- 
dered with Pearls, and others of very rare work- 
manſhip, where Gold and Silver have not been 
In fine, nothing is wanting to the mag- 
nificence of this Altar ; beſides theſe Fathers have 
fuch ableSacriſtans that they invent every day ſome 
new manner of Imbelliſhment.

All the Pieces are of Brafs and y well 
wrought, Monſieur Saraſm whole Work it is, 
hath in this Monument diſcovered his excellent 
Genius in deſigning. Here is incloſed the heart of 
that Generous Prince, which in truth the Fathers 
Feſuits had gained long before his Death. All men 
know what a particular affection the Houſe of 
Bourbon have always had for this Society. TheCar. 
dinal of Bourbon, Uncle of Henry the Great was 
the firſt who eſtabliſhed them at Parss.He bought 
for them the Hite! de Amwv1lle for the fum of 
13000 Livers, which the Receivers of the Abby 
of St. Germain advanced, and at his Death he 
left to theſe Fathers his whole Library which con- 
fiſted of very good Books. But, till the Reign 
of Lewis the Juſt they never had but a ſmall 
Chappel, and no very commodious Houſe. That 
great King, whoſe Piety was extraordinary, be- 
gun their Church as we now fee it, and Cardinal 
de Richelieu contributed much to its Perfection 
as we have already ſaid. Father Mar/ange Na-

applauſe. His true Character is Moralxty, which 
he teaches with ſuch Eloquence, fo delicate, 
lively, and ſo penetrating, that he does even rx 
viſh his Auditors: Father Girou in a different 
way of Preaching is no leſs famous, and de 
ſerves no leſs pou : Father Menetrier, who to- 
gether with his Learned manner of Preaching,

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The Rue de la Couture St. Catherine. 


In this Street which ſtands juſt appoſite to the 
Portat of the Jeſuits Church, you ſee 

The Church of St. Catherine, which gives 
name to the Street. It was built inthe Reign af 
St. Lewis. Here are fome Tombs very at 
ble; that of the Chancellor 4 Orgemont,who lived 
in the Reign of Charles V. and is much ſpoken 
of in the Hiſtory of that Reign ; that of the Car- 
dinal of Biragues, Native of Ms/lain, who lies 
buried near his Wife : he was Chancellor un- 
der Charles TX. and Henry III, and very fa- 
mous for his great Equity and Moderation ; he 
was ufed to fay of himfelt that he was a Cards- 
nal without a Title, a Prieſt without a Benefice, 
and a Chancellor without Seals : to which others 
did add a Fudge without Furiſdiftion, and a 
Magi}! rate 975. Ahh Authority. He died in the 
year 1583. aped threeſcore and fourteen years, 
his Tomb ſtands in a Chappel ; it is all of Marble 
very well wrought adorned with Corinthian Pil- 
lars and fexr/lages of Brafs gilt.

Without the Porte St. Antoine, as you enter 
into the Faux-Bowry, is made a great round B-1 
(planadt, on which they have placed two great 

tatues ſitting upon Trophies of Arms. - 

All the Faux-bourg St. Antoine conſiſts of 
three great Streets only, namely the great Rue 
Saint Antosne, which lies in the middle, the Rue 
& Charonne, and the Rue de Charenton, bo

tal built for expoſed Children. Many pious 
wx have contributed to this excellent Charity, 
among others, the Chancellor de Alygre's Lady, 
who hath there an Apartment. The Chutth and 
the publick buildings of the Houſe ate not yt 
quite finiſhed. pr ao 
The Abby of St. Antoine is farther 'on. Thy 
Abby gives name to all this Quarter. Many very 
remarkable Stories are told of the Foundation of 
this Houſe, but in regard they do not ſute with the 
Guſt of this Age, Ido not think it proper to in- 
ſect them here. This Abby began to be built about 
the year 1194. and was finiſhed in the Reign of 
St.Lewis who was preſent and alliſting at its Dedi- 
cation, together with Queen Blanch of Caſtile 
his Mother. The Order of C./ftertian Nuns was 
here placed by the ſolicitation of Od? de Silly 
Biſhop of Paris. The Houſe is extreme nume- 
rous and very well Governed. The Abbels is 
Madame Mole of Champlatreux, of otie of the 
moſt Iltuſtrious Families of the Long Robe, an 
Daughter of the late Monſieur the firſt Prefident 
Mole, Keeper of the Seals of France. The Church 
hath in it nothing very conſiderable unleſs it be 
the Tombs of two Princeſſes, Daughters of Charles 
the ſixth, lying on both ſides of the great Altar. 
As you go into the Street beyond this Abby, is 
the Manufa tury of Looking-glaſſes, which were 
formerly brought from Venice. But Monſieur 
Colbert ob'erving how great a Treaſure this Trade 
had yearly drawn out of the Kingdom, eſtabliſhed 
this ManufaCture, which has bad a very happy 
Succeſs, as indeed all other matters have had 
which that great Migilter hath undertaken.

The Triumphal Arch. 


Near the place where you ſce the Trinmphal 
Arch was a magnifick Throne erected for the 
Queen when ſhe made her Entry in the year 1660, 
And in regard this place is the higheſt of all this 
Quarter, this beautiful Structure is placed here, 
Tough it is not yet raiſed much higher than the 
Pedeſtal One may judge from the Model 
which is only of Platter, that it will be when fi- 
niſhed one of the moſt Huftrious Monuments 
of all Ewrepe. It is a great Work, conſiſting of 
two Fronts and three open thorow-Paſſages, be- 
tween each of which are placed two Corinthian 
Pillars, in all eight on each fide, and two at the 
ends, or thickne's of the Work.

The Heireſs here of M:/[ains Duke you har, 
Who for her Dowry the whole Dutchy gave, 
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The two other Figures lying on each ſide upon 
this Tomb are, 'that of Charles Duke of Orleans 
eldeſt Son of him we mentioned before, and Fx 
ther of Lewis XII and that of Philzp Earl & 
Vertus, his Brother, who died unmatried. All 
theſe four Figures are of Marble, and were cauſed 
to be made by the pious care of Lewis XII. who 
for the mildneſs of his Reign and the great f 
vour and love which he had for his Subjects dogg 
merit tobe called the Father of his People,a Title 
the more illuftrions, by reafon; that the Empe- 
ror Auguſtus and the greateſt Kings of the Earth 
were ambitious to deſerve it, At one end of this 
Tomb, next the Altar, is 'placed the heart of 
Hemry IL. in an Urn of Brafs gilt, held up by 
Gree Vertues upon their heads, which Statues 
are of Marble, and the beſt ſort of Germain Pi 
ten's Work. Men of Judgment admire this Piece 
for the Beauty of the Defign. And it is faid that 
# curious Perſon of the laſt Age offered to give , 
for it 10000 Crowns and a Copy of the ſame 
to be'made as exactHy as could be and placed in 
Norm: The Pedeſtal « theſe three Figures, 
which properly ſpeaking are but one, is triangu- 
hr like a Ty#pos. They are as big as the Life, of 
one Block of Marble; and hold together by the 
hands. Their Drapery and the air of their heads,

At the other is the licart of Francis IL 
en 4 high Pillar of white Marble. Flames ſeem 
to iſſve out at the top, about this Pillar are three 
Cupids with their Torches revert and extinguiſh- 
ed. This is raiſe upon 2 Pedeſtal of Porphyry, 
on the | ſides of which are certain Inſcriptions, 
among others one that ſays that this King marri- 
ed Mary Stuart, who was beheaded in England 
through the Jealouſie of Elizabeth. He died at 
Orleans, Decemb. 10. 1560. being but ſixteen 
of 'Age. The heart of Charles IX. his 
ſrother, who died at Vincermes on Whit-ſunday 
in the yeat 1572. » alſo m'the ſame Monument. 
Along the Wall on the right hand,js the Tomb 
of a Princes, who was fifter to Valentine of 
Milain ; that of the Admiral Chabor, the Works 
manſhip of Pax! Ponce, whoſe Labonrs are migh- 

tilyefteemed ; and that of one of the Princes 
the Houſe of Riban, Theſe two kft Tombs tho 
of a different fort, are very beautiful, . and the 
Efigies of thoſe who are there interred are well 
deſigned. Near the door which leads out of this 
Chappel into the Nave of the Church, ſtands a 
great Pillar of white Marble full of Cyphers and 
Sculptures, and belongs to the illuftrrous Houſe 
of Cofſe-Briſſac, as ap by the Epitaph. It 
was raiſed for Ti de Cofſe-Briſſac. But 
that Which # moſt remarkable in this Chappel, 
and that which ſtrikes the eye with molt furprize 
is the Curious Pyramid belonging fo the houſe of

Near this, on the edg of the River is the Horel 
de Frewbet belonging to Monſieur Fieuber, Coun- 
ſellor of State in Ordinary, and Chancellor to 
the deceaſed Queen.

One can hardly 
defire a-neater houſe than this both within and 
without. "The Stair-caſe is very light and adorn- 
ed with Buſts "between thEW! The-apart» 
ments are contrived in enfilade as the mode 1s at 
preſent ; on one fide they look into the Garden, 
and on the other fide upon the River. The 
Furniture of the fame neatneſs, as well in the 
Rooms above Stairs as below. The great piece 
of Perſpective on the adjoyning wall is very fine ;

The Iſle of Noftre-Dame. 


The Iſle of Noſtre-Dame takes its name from 
the Church of Paris to which it belongs as part 
of their Eſtate.

From thence, you ought to go into the Gallery

As to the beauty and delights 
of the inſide they are more conhderable than 
that of which I treated laſt, in regard its Proſpect 
is farther eztended,* and that it ſeems from the 
Windows of this Houſe that all the Boats that 
come continually, to Parss, are coming to land 
at its door, and here it is that they ſeparate on 
the one (ide or the other, to go either to the Pore 
St. Paul or to the Port de la Tournelle, where 
uſually they unload their Burthens: The mova- 
bles are maguifick ; - conliſting of Beds moſt rich- 
ly embroidered, Chenets, Tables, Sconces, Look- 
ing-glaſſes, and Ornaments for the Chimneys of 
Goldſmiths work, of Tapiſtry heighthened with 
Gold and Silver; all things are there in abundance. 
The Pictures are alſo of the beſt fort, fince they 
are of Monſieur le Bruns hand, who is at preſent 
the chief Painter of the Kingdom. The Gallery 
which is on the.left hand is all of his Work, - the 
fides of -which, inſtead of Wainſcot are coverd 
with Paintings in freſquo, ſuch as employ the 
Curious a long time in beholding them, who take 
a mighty pleaſure to diſcover in theſe pieces that 
which they uſually ſeek for in Italy with fomuch 
concern and pains.

having Balcones before theWindow,among the ref 
one ought to be obſerved more eſpecially, whic 
1s that in which at preſent dwells Montjenr the 
Abbot of St. Crorx, Maſter of Requeſts, it wx 
built with much care, by the deceaſed Monſiex 
Hefſelim, 'who was one of the moſt curious per. 
ſons of his time, and it was deſigned by the Sieur 
le Veau. The Front is of a very handſom deſign, 
without crowding in of infigmficant Ornaments. 
And on the inſide there are very beautiful Ciel 
ings, with Chjmney-pieces of the beſt ſort & 
Workmanftip. ' The Courts in truth a little too 
dHſcure, but this defect is advantagiouſly repaired 
by the Symmetry of the Building on that ſide, 
and by the curious proſpect from thence.

Along the River fide among the Wharſs and 
Wood-yards, there is one Houſe of a private Per- 
ſon very handſomly built. It is compoſed of 
two Payihons or Arms, with the main building 
in the middle in which the Stajr-caſe is placed that 
communicates to both ends. The houſe hath a 
very good face on the Court-ſide, and. looks to- 
wards the Fields, which renders the Proſpect ex- 
treme plealiing. The Apartments are very com- 
modious and adorned with Wainſcot pilt, and 
Marbled of divers \colours. This Houſe is the 
handſamelt of all this Quarter. 

_ By the Street called Rite de Seine which paſſes 
cloſe to the Walls of this Houſe, you may go to 


St. 
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St. Vidor's. 


This is a famous Abby 'of Canons regular of 
the Order of St. Auguſtin, of which Monſieur 


de Coiſlin, Biſhop of Orleans, chiet 'Almorer to 


the King, and Brother of the Duke of Coiflim, is 
Abbot. This Abby is vety ancient, of ſach Aft- 
tiquity that we are not well affured of the time of 
its firſt Foundation. We know only that King 
Lewis the Groſs in the year 1 113. cauſed a preat 
Church to be built m this place, where was be- 
fore but a very little Chappel : and we read in the 
Church-Hiſtory of Paris, that Thomas de-Cham- 
peaux Canon of Noſtre-Dame, and a famous Pro- 
feffor of Theology, having a difference with one 
of his Diſciples named Abazllard, retired with 
ſome of his Scholars to a place near the little 
Chappel of St. Vifor, and that he took the habit 
of a Chanon- Regular, which poflibly might be the 
Original of this Abby, which from that time did 
always encreaſe more and more. This hap 

about the year- 1105, The Quarrel between this 
Thomas de Champeaux and the ſaid Abaillard is 

much ſpoken of in the Hiſtories of that time, 

and there are many very remarkable paſſages in it 

which notwithſtanding are not proper to be re- 

ported in this Work. . | 

That which is the moſt curious thing to be 
ſeen in this Abby is the Library, which is very nu- 
merous and full of the beſt fort of Books that 
can be met with. There are alſo Manuſcripts in 
the great Cabinet at the- further end. It hath 
bren conſiderably augmented by Monſieur Bow- 
H.4 chet, . 
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chet, Counſellor in the Parliament, on condition 
that it be pnblick for all-ſorts of Perſons oftener 
than it was before, which has made it of migh. 
ty advantage and wonderfully frequented by the 
Studwous, who may come three times a Week, 
Monday, Weaneſday, and Friday, and remain 
there all day long if they pleaſe. It is the only 
Library of all - Parts that. is open in this manner, 
but we hope in time-there will be others in that 
City that will yield the like profit. In the other 
parts of this houſe we find nothing very curious. 
There is in the Church here great Devotion to 
our Lady of Succour, and to St. C/air, Biſhop of 
Autun, who: is invoked for fore Eyes. Among 
the Monks of St. Viftor there are-many Learned 
Perſons,fome of which are Monſicur de Santewil, 
almoſt the only man in France who underſtands 
to make Inſcriptions in Verſe for publick Monu- 
ments, he 1s of an extraordinary ability in this 
Science and all things of this nature which we ſee 
come from him, are intirely fine. Hugh of 
$t. Vitor a famous Divine was alſo of this houſe. 

Afﬀter you have ſeen the Abby of St. Vitor 
you ought to go to the Kings Garden; in the 
way thither you paſs by 

The Hoſpital of Pity, which is a Limb of the 
great Hoſpital general ; in which they harbour a 
great number of young Boys and Girls, whom 
they imploy in divers ſorts of- Work, more eſpe- 
cially the Girls who make Point of -Frence, from 
which the Houſe does eaſily draw a-Profit ſuffict- 
eat to maintalan them.

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have gained him a mighty Reputation. In Win. 
ter he reads publickly in the great Hall, which 
contrived in, manner of an Amphitheatre, that 
may contain abundance of People. Monſieur Da 
gun the Kings chief Phyſitian hath the overſight 
and the ' atlminiſtration of this Garden'; he ap- 
points the DoCtors m Phyſick and Chirurgery who 
read the Leftures of Chymittry and DiileRtion, 
and he hath a Penſion from the King for this pur- 
poſe, The Superintendant of the Buildings is the 
abſolute Maſter here, and it is under his Autho- 
rity that all theſe things are tranſacted. Leaving 
this place you may go to 
The Hoſpital-general ; altho for delicate peo- 
ple it is no very pleafing object to ſee the poor, 
yet it is a curious thing, and ſurpriting at the 
fame time, to ſee ſo great a number of all ſorty 
and ages, whoſe miſeries are caſed with ſo mach 
care and Charity, that nothing 1s wanting to them 
but only Liberty. This great Building which 
contains in it more than fix thouſand perſons, ap- 
pears as you come 1n like a little Town, by rea- 
fon of the quantity and diverſity of the houſes, 
although it be all the Work of this age; and all 
the poor People that are in it are maintained upon 
Charity only. The Church was built not above 
feven or eight years ago: Itis of a very pecultir 
defign; a great Dome of eight Angles raiſed up- 
on Arches, againſt each of which are placed eight 
Naves or ſpaces to contain all the poor people. 
The Altar 1s contrived juſt in the middle under 
the Dome, ſo that it may be ſeen on eight tides 
for the conveniency of all. There is nottang mag- 
nificent in the Work,” except only the Portico by 
which people enter from abroad, which 1s fup- 
ported 
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ported by certain Ionick Pillars, over which is 
phced a fmalt Attick, butthis is- of no extraor- 
dinary reliſh however. On the two fides of this 
Entrance are placed two Pavilions where are lodg- 
ed the Ecclefiafticks who ſerve the Chappel, and 
adminilter the Sacraments to the- poor People. "It 
izobſervable that they imploy here all the young 
girls of the Hoſpital, who are very numerous, in 
making pointof -France, ſame embroidery, others 
make the Loops, athers the Ground, which cauſes 
much work tobe diſpatched by their hands in a 
little time, of which is made a conſiderable in- 
come. The firſt Preſident de Bellievre was one 
of thoſe who were molt active in the Foundation: 
of this great Hoſpital, which at that time was. 
thought incredible ;. and this was done on the ac-- 
count of that excefiive number. of Poor which- 
were continually about the Streets and Churches 
of Paris, to the great incommodity of the Pubs 
lick, In the mean time this Ilfuftrious Magiſtrate - 
being afliited by the Cardinal Mazarmn, the 
Dutcheſs of Azgu://o1, and forme others, perſons 
of Authority, accompliſhed his delign, and cauſed 
all thoſe to be ſhut pp in this Hoſpital who were 
found begging, or who were not able to get their 
Ling. 

Almoſt over againſt the Gate of this Hoſpital, 
in a large place, is kept the Horſe-Market on the 
Wedn'ſday and Friday in every Week.

This Houſe is almoſt behind the Fauz-bourg 


of Saint Marcel. Here it is that the Curious ought: 


to apply themſelves with their utmoſt diligence 
to obſerve all the Rarities that are to be ſeen in 
this place, in regard there is no part of Europe 
that produces ſo many. But to give you a julter 
Idea, I ſhall make a Deſcription. 

Firſt of all, it is not unuſeful to obſerve that 
this place has been always inhabited by excellent 
Artiſts: and that heretofore it . was imploy- 
ed by the famons Dyers of Wood, the firlt of 
which was one Giles Goblin, who, as report ſays, 
found out the ſecret of dying the beſt Scarlet, or 
at leaft that he firſt brought it to. Parzs, from 
whence? it comes that ever fince it hath ben cal- 
led Scarlet des Gobelznes. This Houſe hath till 
kept the old name as well as the little River that 
runs behind it, which Water hath a peculiar Ver- 
tue for the dying of this Colour, and before that 
time it was called the River of Breure. The Datch 


have made it their utmo{t endeavour to diſcover: 


this ſecret, but they could never do it with all their 
induſtry and expence, however they come pretty 
near, but they cannot arrive to that Degree of 
perfection, which our Dyers have in making this 
Beautiful colour, which makes ſo great a Merchan- 
dize through all Europe, nay in a manner through 
the whole World, for much goes into- the Indies 
and America, Batnot to ſay more of this houſe 
and” River calle} the Gobelins, let us now 
ſpeak 
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ſpeak of the things that are there to. be ſeen, It 
isto be obſerved that all the Artiſts that work 
here are employed only for the King, and that 
their Works which they perform here are for the 
Decoration and Ornament of the Royal Palaces. 
Some years ſince the number of the Workmen 
was much greater than at preſent ; but the pro- 
1gious quantity of Work which they did is the oc- 
on that they are now much retrenched, in re- 
gard the Re where the Kings moveables 
are kept are _—_——— ſuch ſort that one 
may ſay at this time isno Prince in Europe 
that hath more Goldſmiths work or Tapiſtry. 
The firſt thing that is to be viewed are the Pi- 
, Which are,in a manner, all of the hand of 
famous Monſieur le Brun, the ableſt Painter of 
France, and whoſe Works are ſo much ſought 
after and admired by all thoſe who are tkilled in - 
Painting. As a reward for whoſe great pains 
which he is continually engaged in, and for the 
Emulation of thoſe who have any Genius in de- 
ſigning, the King hath been pleaſed not only to. 
give hum large Penſions, to declare him Overſees 
of all the Works in Painting and Sculpture which 
are done for him, and to name him Director of. 
the Academy-Royal of Painting, but he hath al- 
ſo ennobled '/him by his Letters. Patents. The- 
Principal Pieces of this excellent Mafter are at 
Verſailles. The great Stair-caſe is-almoſt all of 
'his hand, and he is working at preſent in the great 
Gallery, - which takes up all that fide that. looks 
upon the Garders In the Louvre there are. alſo 
divers  Cicling-pieces - of | tus deſign...

After you have ſeen the Tapiſtries you ought 
to ſee the place where they carve and b:, anch 
on Copper and Braſs for Cloſets ang fuch ihe 
matters. It is here that they made thoſe curiow 
Locks that are to be ſeen at Verſailles, and the 
Louvre, which- are wrought with ſuch delicate 
Workmanſhip,” 

\ Inthe firſt Court through which you paſs to 
ſee the things of which we have been ſpeaking, 
you ought not to forget to viſit the houſes of 
le Sieur Loir and le Sieur Villiers, two famous 
Goldſmiths, who are imployed continually for 
the King : You will find often under their hands 
Works of mighty .value. Here it , was where 
they made”: thoſe two Baluſters for the Alcove, 
which are at Verſaz{les before the ys den and 
the Queens. One may know of what Beauty; 
Workmanſhip, and Riches they are, fince the 
price of each amounted. to two-hundred thouſand 
Crowns. They are all of. folid Silver without 
any thing to- help out, either within the Pede- 
ſtals or Rails, other than. the thickneſs of the 
27 it felf, which has been employed with- Pro, 
uſion. 


Near the Goldſmiths; -in the ſame Court on the. 


right hand, you may +find.certain Works of an 
extraordinary nature . performed by . the Sreur 
Branquzer, and the Sieur Ferdinand de. Meliors,, 
. Whowere both invited aut of Italyto,make here a. 

kind of Mojaick Work; which will colt mach time. 
and. expence. They are a ſort of Pictures, the 
different colours of which are made: of inlaid, 
Stones,

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Stones, which repreſent Figures extreme like, 
and_ very well defigned. Thef# Pieces are molt 
commonly compoſed of Agate, Lapis Laxuli, 
Facinth, and Cornelian, which makes a colour- 
ing more lively and brillant than ordinary Paint- 
ing, which Stones are joyned together with a 
ſort of Maſtick very hard. They are ordinarily 
placed upon Ebony, Cabinets, or Tables of great 
price. At tHE habitation of one of theſe Artiſts 
there is a little Garden behind his houſe, whica 
is very pretty and in which are divers Ornaments 
of artificial Rocks and Shell-work. 

After you have examined theſe things, you re- 
turn by the ſame way to viſit other Curioſities 
that are to be ſeen in another Court. There are 
two Workhouſes for Carvers and Statuaries, the 
one of which is governed by the Sieur Baptiſte, 
in which is the Statue of Monſieur de Turenne 
in white Marble, which is to be placed at St. De- 
is upon the Tomb which the King hath there 
cauſed to be raiſed for him ; here is alſo a great 
Muſe, bigger than the life, of excellent Work- 
manſhip, which is intended to be placed at Ver- 
ſailles with divers other Statues of the ſame big- 
nels. The other Workhouſe is governed by 
Sieur Coefvan, who for the _—_ part works af- 


.t e life. He hath . made ſeveral Buſts and 


other Figures of repreſentation. This is he that 
made the Kings Buſt which ſtands in the great 
Stair- caſe at Verſazlles. 

After this you ought to ſee the Embroiderers, 
who are in a Hall near which you paſs to go to 
the great Court. They are employed upon di- 
vers Pieces, in which the richneſs of the materi- 
als does moſt commonly vie with the beauty of the 
Work, Near 
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Near this place here .are ſtill two Statuaries 
more in two Low Rooms, where you may fee 
ſome Pieces in Marble and ſome in Lead for the 
Fountains at Verſailles. Beſides thoſe things ab 
ready deſcribed, there are many other Curioſities 


. in this great Houſe, which the Curious may obs 


ſerve, and which would be too long to treat of in 
particular. We have already fai t here are 
all ſorts of excellent Artiſts who have been invi- 
ted hither from different Parts. Among whom 
we ought not to forget M. Audrean, one of the 
ableſt Gravers of his time : he hath etcht and grz 
ved all the great Pieces of M. le Brun, as the 
Trumph of Conſtantine the Great, the Battel of 
Maxentius, all the Hiſtory of Alexander, in five 
great Pieces, and divers other things of that great 
Painter. All that comes from his hand, 1s of a 
fingular beauty, and molt exatt defign, the moſt 
correct that can be : which occaſions that all his 
Work ſells much dearer than others,. nay often» 
ftncs it 3 diffeult to get them at any rate in r6- 
gard all the beſt Proofs are reſerved for the Kings 
Cabinet. He hath alſo graved ſeveral Pieces from 
the famous Ponſſin, which all Curious Perſons 
treaſure up ir their Cloſets. The Sicur /e Clere 
dwells here alſo who is very able and well eſteem- 
ed in this Art. And theſe are the moſt curious 
things at the Houſe called /es Gobelrns. 

From hence we return again into the Town by 
the Fauxbourg St. Marcel, - and we. paſs before 
the Churchof that name, which was firft- found-

magne, who was a great Benefactor to it, in con-

St. Medard, the Pariſh-Church. of this Quat 
ter ; where there hapyed in the laſt Age a furs 
ous Tumult, raiſed by the Caluiniſts who cane 
flocking with Arms in hand to Maſſacre the Ca 
tholicks being then at Ve/pers; the: cauſe pre. 
tended was that the noife of - the Bells of this 
Church did diſturb them 1n hearing their Ser- 
mon which at that time was in a houſe cloſe by. 
But they were puniſhed for their Raſhneſs; for 
the Citizens taking Arms, killed all thoſe that 
fell in their power. This was the firſt occaſion 
of that hatred which the Pariſians bear to thoſe 
of the pretended Reformed Religion; and the 
Hiſtorians obferve that from that time the Calvi- 
miſts threw off their Mask and went arm'd in the 
Streets of Paris, but the Catholicks not being 
able to endure this, it was the occaſion of mary 
Diforders which hapned afterwards, 

Monheur Patru from whom we have a Vo- 
lume of Pleadings extremely fine, is interred in 
this Church. Monſieur d' Ablencour had fo great 
an eſteem for his Judgment that on his death-bed 
he recommended his Works to his CorreCtion.

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The Story is thus reported. The Pariſians, 
who always made it their glory paſſionately to 
love "their ©King , being ' defirous to enter- 
fain" Charles VL with a Ball in this houfe, upon 
his return: from! a great Victory which he 
had gained over the Revolted Flemungs ; 
The King was at this Entertainment with ma- 
ny Lords diſguiſed like Salyages, and apparelled 
in Linnen pitcht over and 'corered with Flax, 
like hair, and fo-cloſe fitted to the Body that 
it ſeemed to be the natural skin ; as he was dan- 
cing with the young Lords one of the Company 
approaching too near,a Flambeau held by a Prince 
who was defirous to diſcover the King from the 
reſt, it hapned that the Flame caught the Flax 
and burnt furiouſly ;, and they being all faſtened 
to one another, the King could find no ſecurity 
but by caſting himſelf all coyered with Flames 
as he was, into the Arms of the Dutcheſs of Bey- 
ry, who very happily being ther preſent exti 
guiſhed the Flame by covering him aff over with 
her great Gown. The __ Maſquers were 
all either ſtifled or roaſted alive and died within 
two days after, the' King and Mantortillet only 
eſcaping, which laſt'caſt himſelf headlong into 
a Tub of Water, which he hapned to light of 
not far from-the place. After this ſad accident 
Charles began to fall extreme Moroſe and Me- 
lancholy, and the Idea of fo great a peril prepared 
his brain for that madneſs whuch ſeized upon him 
near the Town of Mars, in ſuch manner as is 
recorded by Monficur de Mezeray: And this 
is all thats fo be ſeen in this Fauxbourg. "_y

It is an antient Foundation, but that 
which is moſt obſeryable, is the great defign of 
Pope Bennet XIT. who was formerly a Religh 
ous Man of this Order, and who defired to ren- 
der his name 1luftrious, in building this Col- 
ledge of a Surpriſing Magnificence. The Walls 
that encloſe the Ground, are of a- wonderful 
thidnefs and ſolidity ; and one would think, that 
the Holy Father would rather - encloſe our 
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d&&1, than a Colledge of Religious z - the 
Chapter-Houſe is perfeQly ell Vaukted OVer-- 
head, .and at preſent ſerves for their Schoo}. 
But that which is more Beautiful is the Strufture 
#f their Church, which ought to be conſidered: 
as one of the faireſt Gothich Buildings in alt 
France ; its Roof is of an extraordinary heighth, 
with Chappels on cach fide. True it is, that 
but part of this great” Work is finiſht, by rea-- 
ſon of the Holy Father's Death ,+ which hap-- 
pened too ſoon ; however by his Laſt Will he 
appointed, That'what he had begun ſhould be 
compleated, and to that end he left a Summ of 
Money ; but that falling into the Hands of Rob-- 
bers on the way, as they conveyed it into 
Frazlee , during thoſe Troubles, which happett-- 
ed- in the Reign of Charles VI. the Work re- 
mained  impertett- as- it now is. One the fide 
next the Sacriſty, you ought to ask to ſee a little 
turning Stair-Caſe, very curiouſly contrived, in 
which two People may at the ſame time aſcend 
and deſcend, without being feen to- each other, - 
This is by two winding Aſcents, like a Snails Shell, 
managed one upon the other in the ſame round 
Space or Room. This piece is admired by fuch 
Curious Perſons who have ſeen it, in regard there 
are but very few- Parallels. When the General * 
of the Ciftertians comes to Paris, he uſually makes ' 
his abode in this Houfe. 

We ought to obſerve, that ſeveral Religious 
Orders have a right to have Colledges in this 
Univerſity, whoſe Members may take Degrees, 
and .paſs Dottors ; but fome others have neg- 
letted this advantage, or the Univerſity hath - 
not granted it tothem = ſpecial Reaſons.

The Gar 
den is very pleaſant, it isthe greateſt of all thoſe 
that were within the antient Walls of Paris. Ol 
that ſide next the Portico, of which we have bee 
ſpeaking, you may go into a Chappel dedicated 
to the Holy Virgin, round which are hung (ers 
ral-Piftures of Devotion well Painted. In the 
middle of this Chappel is a 'Tomb about a Foot 
high, on which is the Figure in Braſs of an anti 
ent Biſhop, in his Pontificial Habits, After you 
have ſeen theſe things, you ought to viſit the 
Apothecary-Room, which is extraordinary neat, 
and where there are ſeveral Curioſities, for 
thoſe who are knowing in theſe matters. 
From hence you ought to go up to the Library, 
which at preſent isefteemed one of the faireſt and 
þeft furniſht of Pars. It takes up the upper Room 
of one of thoſe four great Wings, which compoſe 
this building. Itis, in truth, a little too high 
fcituated, but in recompenſe of that it is ſo much 
' the lighter. You have therea very great num» 
der of fooks; &&d in Preſſes of very handſom 
Wainſcot, with the bufts of all the great .Men 
of Antiquity, Coppied from thoſe at Yerſailles. 
The Reverend Father du Molinet, one of the 
moſt Learned and able Men of this Age, in the 
knowledge of Books, and in the curious ſearch 
of Antiquity, hath the over-ſight and care in 
theſe matters. They preſerve here a ' great 
-quantity-of Prints, part of which- came from one 
led ftronficur Huert, who was & very curious 
Perſon, -and dying leftall that he -had Collefted 
to it. /ifors, &.

wvieve. It is not well known when this Pariſh. 
Church was built, but according to Appearance it 
is not above 200. years old. There is nothing tg 
be-ſeeti in it of Curioſity, it heing but an old Go- 
thick Building, not very regular, and very dark 
in ſome places. The great Altar was finiſht but 
a while ago; it is compoſed of eight ſmall Marble 
Pillars, diſpoſed in form of a Semi-Circle, which 
ſupport a Dome cut in half, as it were, with 
ſome Ornaments of Braſs gilt, which, ſhew very 
handſomly ; it is the Workmanſhip of . Monſieur 
le Brun. In. the Church-Yard, the fide next the 
Church, is raiſed a Tomb, upon which in a 
demicumbent Poſture, is the Figure of a 
Young Lord of - Eaſt-Friſeland, who dyed here, 
being a-Scholar of this Univerſity. His Name 
was 4 Embda. The Tomb was bujlt by his Mo- 
ther's Order ; a Lady extraordinarily alBited at 
his Death, he being her only Son, and the Pre» 
ſumptive Heir of Friſeland, The two Epitaphs 
on his Monument are as follow : , ;

It was formerly called the Colledge of Clermons, 
being built for the Scholars of that ſown,in imita- 
tion of ſome other Colledges of the Univerſity. In 
the laſt Age, Meſfire Guillaume Duprat, Biſhop of 
Clermont, Sang at the Council of Trent, .on be. 
half of this Kingdom of 'France, contratted there 
a particular Friendſ[hiÞ with certain Fathers "Je- 
ſuits, whom he met with at that Alſembly; he con- 
ceived ſo highan efteem of their Learningand Di- 
ety, that at his return he brought them with him 
into France, to inftrat our Youth in humane 
Learning ; but more eſpecially in the Purity of the 
Romiſh Religion,which at that time was diſturb'd 
with the Hereſfie of Zuther and Calvin. This Pre- 
late brought in hisCompany to Pars, Father Pa- 
quier,Broxct, with ſeveral others of that Society, 
whom ſq long, as he lived, he entertained in 
his' own Houſe; but at his Death left them 
by his Teftament Three thouſand Livres of 
Rer:t, and a very conſiderable Summ of Mo- 
ney ; with which they purchafed a void piece 
of +! Ground, then called the Court de Langres 
in the Rue Sr. Farqu?s, being the place where 
they now are.

Report ſays, That St. Francis of Sales, Biſhop 
and Pri Geneva, made his Vows of Chaſtity 
and Poy in this Church, before the Chappel 
of our Lady de bonne delrurance herein which 
is a very great Devotion.

_ The Convent of Facabins, formerly called Frj- 
ers Preachers of the Order of St. Dominick, whoſe 
firſt Foundation isalledged to be in the life 'time 
of that Saint, who lived in the Year 1217. un- 
der the Pontificate of Honorius the Third, and in 
the Reign of Philip Auguſtus. Hiſtorians ſay, that 
St. Domnick took great pains, about the Extirpa- 
.tion- of the Herelie of the Albigenſes, who cauſ- 
ed great diforders in Languedoc : and at the ſame 
time he ſent'two of his Religious to Paris, who 
were Lodgel in k place called The Citizens Pare 
lour, in the ſame place where now this Convent 
ſtands. They were called Facobins, from the 
Rue Saint Facques. Their Church, as it now is, 
was built by order of St. Lewis, if-we may believe 
Belleforeſt, a faithful Hiſtorian. Here are many 
Tombs of great Lords, who for the moſt part 
were Princes of the Blood Roval of France.

1549. The Monks of St. Bennet did altogether 

nit this Houſe, and transfer'd- themſelves to0- 
ther Houſes of the ſame Order, the Revenue 
of this being given to the Arch-Biſhop of Pars, 
And in the Room of the Monks. they placed here 
certain Penitent Nuns, but they continued not. 
long. In fine, the Priefts of the Oratory were 
introduced here in the beginning of this preſent 
Age, whoſe Inftitution is to inſtruft the Young 
Ecclefiafticks in the Funftions of their Min 


Further in this Street are the Urſuline Nuns ; 
whoſe Church is but ſmall, yet is their Altar ofa 
very handſom deſign, and adorn'd with Pillars 
of black Marble. "Theſe Nuns teach freely young 
Girles not only to Read and Write, but alſo ſeves 
ral ſorts of Works proper for them, which is of 

reat advantage to the publick. They were 
Pri Founded here in the Year 16:7. by Made- 
moiſel de Saint Beuve, a Lady of extraordina 
Picty, and Queen Anne of Auſlria laid the fir 
Stone of their Church, in the Year 1620. Fune

and the Biſhop of Orleans, who is Abbot there, 
receives from hence Four or Five thouſand E- 
ywres por amen. In the Year' 1604. were placet 
here certain Carmelite Nuns of St. Terefa's' i 
frm, whom the Cardinal de Berullz fetch'd hins 
lf out of Spain, at ſuch time when this Reforit 
began to be (6 famons in Chriftendom, for itt 
great anfterity. _ This Houſe was the firſt in al 
4#he Kingdom, that took the Rule of St. Tereſs, 
and from hence it is that all the other Convent 
of Pars, and in the other parts of France, took 
their original, At preſent this Nunnery is very 
numerous, and there are in it many perſons of 
the greateſt Quality, who quitting the Workl, 
come to end their days here. 

Their Church is one of the faiceft, and moſt 
wagnificent that can be ſeen, the main Body g 
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the Building is, ig truth, very antient, but the 
modern Ornaments within -* make ſufficient 
amends for that.. As you goin you may obſerve; 
t it is all painted ig inwutation of black Mar- 
/ble vein'd with White ; and that the Balufſtrades 
/ or Partitions of the Chapels are of a Wain 
extraordinary finely gilt : But the 
curious things of all are the great Piftures placed 
under every Window, in Fxames richly Carved 
and gilt. | There are fix of theſe Pictures on 
each tide, each repreſenting ſome principal Paſ- 
ge of the New Teſtament. They are the 
Work of the famoufeſt Painters of this Age. 
The Firſt, on the lef: hand as you enter, repre - 
ſkating the Miracle of the Five Logves, was done 
by Ste/a. The Second repreſents the Feaſt at 
the Houſe of Sjmen the Leper, where the Mag» 
den perfum'd onr Lord's Feet, and this was 
done by Monfieur Je Bruz. The Thisd 
ing the triumphal entry of our Lord into Ferw- 
ſeem, is the Work of de Ia Fire. The Fourth 
is the Story of the Samaritex Woman, and is 
alſo done by Stellz; the Colours and the Dra- 
pery of this Pifture is excellent. The Fifth is 
Monſieur le Brun's ; and the Sixth repreſenting 
Txansfiguration, is de -ls Hires. Thoſe on 
the other fide were all done by Champaign, and 
that able Maſter never made any- bettex Piecey 
than theſe, as one may eafily obſerve. The Al- 
tar of this Church ſtands very high, and is all of 
Marble, as. well the body of the Work as the Pil- 
lary,which are of the Corinthian Oxder;their Ca- 
pitals of Rrafs gilt. The Tabernacle is all of Sil- 
ver, and repreſents- the Ark of the Covenant ; 
on the forepart of -which there is a great Ba(- 
relief very wall, Qures. On Feat Days 
3 tans 
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_ this Altar is adorn'd with Vaſes, Candlefticks! 
and divers things of that ſort, which make a y 

handſom ſhew without Confuſion. Over avaink 
the Grate of the Quire, where the Nuns fing, i 
a great Pitture repreſenting the Angelick Saly- 
tation. Jt is the Work of Guido, and ought to 
be eſteem'd as one ofthe beft pieces that can be 
feen, even in Jraly it ſelf. The ſeveral Chapels 
correſpond .to the magnificence of the Church, 
eſpecially that which is dedicated to the Magda- 
der, in which there hangs an excellent Pitture of 
that Saint, done by Monſieur le Brun, one of the 
deſt, perhaps, that ever he made. The Saint 
1s repreſented weeping under a Rock, tearing 
her Hair and Ornaments, and trampling, them 
under Foot, her Eyes are all drown'd in Tears, 
through which her Completion but faintly ap- 
pears; briefly, one cannot imagine a piece of 
Painting more feelingly expreſt.and none can ſeeit 
without morecompaſhon for ſuch a Penitetit.Over 
againſt the Altar m this ſmall] Chapel is placed, 
in a kneeling poſtnre, the Statue of Cardinal de 
Berulle, Inftitutor of the Prieſts of the Oratory, to 
whom theſe Nuns are much obliged, as hath been 
already ſaid. His Statue is of white Marble, 
and made by Sarazin, in the Year 1657. It is 
raiſed on a Pedeſtal of four fides, on which are 
ſeveral very good Baſ-relifs, wrought by an able 
Sculptor named Tocarr, the ſame who made the 
curious Phlpit at Sr. Eſtienne, of which 1 have 
already ſpoken in this Second Part p. + On

Monkens Hanſard, "—_ already em

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who was at that time the moft efteerned Architef} 
of France, was made choice of for this W ork, and 
the deſigns which he drew were admired by all 
Men. He carryed upthe work as high as the fick 
Floor,but then for ſome Reaſons he was changed, 
and other Architefts employed in his place, ty 
wit; ke Duc, le Muecs, and du Val, who 
their parts ſo well, that Manſard was not 
tho'ſogreata'Maſter. In diſguſt tobe thus uſ 
he undertook to build the Chapel at Chateau & 
Freſne, ſeven Leagues from Paris, for Monſient 
de Guenegaud, Secyetary of State ; where he per- 
formed in little that magnificent deſign, which he 
drew out at firſt for Yal de Grace, and thereby 
made that Chapel one- of the fineſt Structure 
in the Kingdom, as all who have ſeen it unan# 
mouſly agree. Butthough the building at Yd 
de Grace, is admirable in its preſeat condition, 
yet it hath been effefted with abundance of paing 
and with exceſhve Charges, chiefly in laying the 
Fonndation, by reaſon of the Quarries which 
abey met with in digging. The preſent condition 
of this place is as follows : 

Firſt you enter intoa great Court, which.lies 
before the principal Door ; this Court is ſepars- 
ted fromthe Street by a Palliſade of Iron, at the 
extremities of which are two ſquare Pavillions; 
on the right Hand and on the left it is bounded 
"with certain Stone Works, adorn'd with ruftick 
Pillars, which make a very handſom Shew. At 
the further part of this Court is the great Portal, 
raiſed upon Six fteps.. But that which makes it 
moſt remarkable, is, that it is after the manner 
of a Portico compoſed of Four t Corinthian 
Pil-ars, with Niches on each fide, in which are 
Placed St, B:nner, and £t. Scholaſtica, of white

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= dent t& the Cartouches of Sculpture, and tu the 
he & Gwdochis ( or Hlouriſhings) in the Roof, where 
ch are ſeveral Baſ-tailles of admirable Work- 
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Þ. This Roof is of Stone as white as Mar- 
ble, and it is throughout enriched with Orna- 
ments'of the beſt fort, in which Monſieur Ar- 
guerre has ſurpaſt all. On each fide of the Nave 
are Three Chapels, divided aſuuder Two 
great Pilafters, which ſuppors the Corniſh that 
runs r$und the Church, an& fupports the 
Arches of the Roof. The Quire is direttly un- 
der the Dome at the further end of the Nave, 
from which it is parted only by a grate of Iron 
gilt. Four great Arches ſupport the Dome, 
and the great Altar is placed under the father- 
woſt Arch. It is ofa very fingular deſign, cor» 
poſed of Six great twiſted Pillars of theCompoſtts 
Order. Theyare of black Marbk vein'd with 
whe, 
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white; of which ſort there are harfily any othes 
to und in Eurepe ; they are raiſed upon Þy 
deftals of Marble alſo, and they are all over e- 
riched - with Palms and Fenbages of Braſs gilt, 
which make a wondrous beautiful Show. Une 
may truly ſay that the contrivance of theſe Pillan 
&, Mn fbme refpefts, more magnificent, thay 
thaſe of the ' Altar at St. Peter's in Kane, 
which were deſigned by the Cavalier Bernin. 
Theſe excel in number and in the beauty of the 
Workmanſhip, They ftand in a great Cirde, 
raiſed about two Foot, - and make a kind of Pa- 
Villion open on all ſides, _—_— Conſomnes, 
at'the feet of which are Angels holding Cenfing, 
pots.

The whole is of the beſt ſort of gilding without 
any Colours Upon the 'Altar, which is placed 
m the middle of theſe Pillars, the Infant F&SW 
5 repreſented lying in_his le, all of white 
Marble, accom by the Holy Virgin and 
St. Fdſepb ; thele are all of eur Axguerre' 
Work, and reckoned among the beſt things that 
ever he did. Behind the yn Altar you fee 2 
Grate in a kind of ' Pavillon, of Marble alſo. 
To this place the Nons come to make their Pray- 
ers, when the Holy Sacrament is expoſed. The 
inſide of this place is very beautiful, but in re- 
zard it is difficult to be ſeen, 1 ſhall not bere ay 
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any thing of that ſubjeft. Between the Arches 
which fapport the Pome; in the Corners ftand 
the Four Evangelifts in Sculpture, well worth 
your exaft Obſervation; and a little lower are 
45 many gilt Balcouies placed over the like num- 
ber of little Chapels, which are contrived aut 
of the thickneſs of the Work. But tho'all theſe 
things are admirable, yet theſe are not the chief 
Rarities, the Painting on the inſide of the Dome 
will give much more pleaſure to the lovers of 
Art; it repreſents the Glories of the Blefſed int 
Heaven, who are placed in ſeveral Growpes, the 
Apoſtles, the Prophets, the Martyrs, the Vir- 
ins, and the Confeffors, each of which are di- 
inguiſht and known by ſome particular remarks, 
the Kings, the Patriarchs, the Heads of 
the Fat of the Church, St. Benree and Se 
Stholaſticz ; in the lower parts are placet+the 
Altar, and the Candteftick of Seven Branches, 
and in a word, all that the Sceriptnre difcovers 
to us of Paradiſe. In the upper part the fight 
loſes it ſelf in ar infinite ſpace, which appears 
full of confuſed and faint Objefts, by reafon of a 
vaſt diſtance, and a great hight that ftrikes out 
from the _ of all. All this delicate 
Painting is in Freſco, and the Work of M. AMiy- 
nerd, who did the Hall and Gallery at St. Cload.

They are 
of an extraordinary grea and the like were 
never made-of the bigneſs, beſides they are 
wrought with ſuch delicate Art, as if the Iroa 
had been as ſoft and eaſie to form as Lead, That 
on the right ſide encloſes the Nuns Quire from 
the Church, which is large and well Wainſcot- 
ted. They have in it a ſmall Organ which 
they uſe on Feſtivals, at ſuch time as they ſing 
their Service Muſically, which they perform to 
the great pleaſure of their hearers, they having 
among them ſome very excellent Voices. On the 
other fide is a great Chapel, all hung with 
—_, inthe middle of which is eretted a 
Hearſe of black Velvet upon Four or Five Steps z 
here are repoſited the Hearts of the Queen-Mo- 
ther their WuftriousBenefatrefs,the Queen/whom 
we have ſo lately loſt,with others of ſeveral Prin- 
ceſſes of the Blood Royal, among the reft that of 
Madam the Dutcheſs of Orleans.

actly well to the magnificence of the Church. 
The ſeveral Celk and the Othcesare regularly 
diſpoſed, and built with folidity, particularly 
the Apartment of the Queen-Mother, diſpoſed 
inſuch manner as may befit a Capuchin Nun. 
The «Nuns are very auſtere, for they obferre 
the reformed Rule of St. Benner. They chooſe 
their Abbeſs from among their own Community, 
whoſe Authority is only Triennial. Their 
chief Revenues ariſe from the Abby of St. 
Corneille in Compiegne, which is annext to this 
Houſe. 

As you go from hence you muſt not forget to 
obſerve the outfide of the Church, and the Or. 
nament3 about the Dome,which appears of a very 
great height.; it is cover'd with Lead, with 
great Bands gilt ; and on the top a Baluftrade 
of Iron, roand about the little Lanthorn open on 
all fides ; over that is the great Ball, and there- 
upon the Croſs. All theſe things are ſet off glo- 
ouſly with Gildings, and which way ſoever 
you enter into Parzs, this Dome is ſo big and fo 
high, that it may be eafily diſcover'd a great 
way of.

The Convent of the Bernardin=Nuns, accordi 
to the Reform of Pors Royal, Their Chtrch uf 
very neat ; it was dehgned by the Sreur le Pays 
tre; tho'it be but fmall, yet it hath ſome Beau 
ties which are not found in greater. The late 
Queen-Mother brought fhete Nuns from the: 
famous Abby of Port Koyal des Champs near Yera 
ſailles, in the Year 1625, in which place they 
were very numerous and of great Reputation, 
and placed them here ; this Houſe being the 
called the Fel de Clagni. They have i this 
Church a great Devotion, by reaſon of one of 
the Holy thorns of our Lords Crown, in favour 
of which ſome great Miracles have been done.

HE King who takes no tefs care to make the 
'* Arts flouriſh, than to extend the Limit# 
of his Kingdom, cauſed this Strufture to be' 
crefbedl in the Year 1667. for the ——

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Mathematicians, It conſifts of a-great Body of 
Stone-work $0 Stories high; the Windows of 
which are round at the top, and about fourteen 
Toiſes high ( a Toile is Six Foot.) The forepart 
of the Building is made with Towers Eight An- 
gular of the ſame height, with a great Eſplanade 
mmanner of a Tarraſs, with fronts about the 
whole Building. The Tower on the Eaft fide is 
open at the top, and without any Roof, that (© 
one may ſee the better from the bottom. Between 
theſe two Towers are ſeveral great Rooms, which 
are not yet furniſht with ſuch things as are tobe 
there, But that which is moſt remarkable in 
ths Building, is, that there is not aſed about it 
either Iron or Wood, and yet the Roof of it 
is extreamly ſolid. The Stair-caſe is the fineſt 
that can be imagined ; it is all of Seane laid after 
a way extraordinary, hardy and bold from the 
bettom to $he top; andthe Iron Rail that winds 
the whole length of theſe Stairs is very well 
wrought. It is 156 Steps high and leads to the 
Tarrals. Inegard this Buikling conſifts of (eve- 
zal tories, it hath ſeveral vaulted Roofs one 
over the other, the uppermoſt of which cenſiſts 
of aa Arch of a large extent, ftat on the outlide, 
and paved with Flint-ſftones , cut exattly and 
bound together with Cement , that the Rain 
way 10k penctrate an4 damnifie tle Vaults be- 
neath. The Curious may it they pleaſe go down 
wo the Caves or Grotto's which are extream 
deep, fince the Stair-cale that leads down con 
tains One hundred threeſcore and cleven Steps z 
" the middle of which they have contrived a void 
ballow ſpace in manner of # Well, which pu 
Unrongh all the RoomaAnd extends up i@ the top . 
« the Tatrak, © that through this hole .you 
may 
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may ſee the light to the very bottom of the Cave, 
It is faid that this was made on purpoſe to ſ& 
the Stars at Noon-day. But it ſeems it fails 
effeft, for no body has yet ſeen them, tho! it hath 
been often endeavour'd. This place which they 
call le Puits ( the Well ) contains 2% Toiſes ( «6 
yards ) from the bottom of it to the vent at the 
top. 
In the ſeveral Apartments , eſpecially in 
thoſe belonging to M. Cafsini, are ſeveral curi- 
ous Mathematical Inftruments, as Globes, Pen. 
dulums, and chiefly Glaſſes of very great Di. 
menſtons, with which theſe Learned Men 06h. 
ferve the courſe of the Stars. There are only 
Four Mathematicians who lodge in the Obſerva- 
tory, part of thoſe who compoſe the Academy 
of Sciences, eſtabliſhed at the King's Cabinet, 
as we have formerly noted ; and are M. 
Caſſini, originally an Kalien, and formerly one of 
the greatDukes Academy at Florence, where he had 
attain'd great tion. He takes here a great 
deal of pains in Aftronomy, and hath made many 
diſcoveries in that Art, for which the King gives 
him a conſiderable Penſion.M.de 14 Hire,M.Couplet 
who teach the Mathematicks to the Pages belong- 
to the great'Stable ; the Deceaſed M. the Abbot 
Picard was one of thoſe, but his place is not yet 
ſapplyd, and M. Hugens, a Hollander, hath 
here alſo an Apartment, tho* he doth not com» 
monly abide in it. Theſe Gentlemen meet tor 
gether upon certain days, and communicate the 
Obſervations 'which they have ſeverally made, 
and ſometimes they Print them alſo for publick 
fatisfation. Every: Year M. Cafini publiſhes 
about Newyearsride a ſmall Volume, called 4 
Connoiſance des temps, by which one may _ 
TS [4 
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the Courſe of the Planets,and other Curioſities of 
that nature,much more exact and regular than any 
thing hitherto ſeen on the ſubje.They have here 
4 ſmall ſquare Chamber over the forepart of the 
Tarraſs, in which thoſe who ſpeak at the oppo- 
fite Corners may eafily underſtand one another, 
ahd yet thoſe in the middle not Ro" it. This 
is occafion'd by reaſon the Root is Vaulted hol- 
low, and-the Angles are continued along the 
Roof from one fide to the other, without any ob- 
ſtruftion. After you have ſeen the Obſervatory, 
as you go out you ought to take notice of 

The Water-Houſe, which ftands near the Gate 
4s you go out next the Ru# d' Enfer. This Houſe 
was built to receive the Water that comes from 
the Village of Rongs in that Curious Aqueduet, 
which Queen Mary of Medicis cauſerl to be built 
at Arcxeil, which the Curious ought to viſit as 
one of the fineſt in all France. ' You ought to 
know that moſt of the Fountains' in Pars come 
from this Receiver or Conduit, which makes its 
firft diſcharge at:Luxembourg-Houfe, from whence 
afterwards the Waters divide themſelves to all 
parts of the City. 

As you return back to the Town again, 
through the Rue 4 Enfer, you firſt come to The 
Houſe of the Fathers of the Oratory, which they 
call The Inflitution, and ferves them asa Noviti- 
ate. The Church is well built, but there is no- 
thing here of ſingular Note. From hence you 
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The Convent of the Carthofians. 


is Monaſtery was built by the King % 

Lewis, who gave to the Religious oft. 
Briono's Order , the old Houſe or Chatear of 
Vawvere, where at that time, as Hiftorians fay, 
Devils did inhabit , and caufed there fo many 
diſorders, that by Arreft of Parliament the Town 
Gate which led into that Street was wall'd y 
The Street which lies before the Honſe does fi 
retain the ol4 name, and it is for this reaſon that 
it was firſt; called the Rixe & Enfer ( or Hell 
Street. ) But fince theſe guod Fathers became 
palſeft of the place, they quickly expell'd the 
evil Spirits ; and St. Lows having a great cficey 
of the Auftere and Holy Life that they led, made 
thema Viſit with his whole Court, and confer 
upun them fufficient Lands and Demeſnes for 
their Subiftence. Many perſons did contribute 
to the building of their Houſe, which takes 
more Ground than any other Religions Hou 
Goes at preſent in all the Town and Suburbs of 
Paris. Belides that the Cells are large, and that 
they haveeach a ſeparate Garden ; they. have 
alſo a great Cloſe containing many A4rpens of 
Land, which encompatles the whole Houſe. The 
Church hath nothing in it extraordinary, except 
the Seats of the Religious, which were made 
about two Years ago, and are the fineſt wrought 
that were ever yet ſeen. The Wainſcot is per- 
&aly handſome, and adorn't with Sculpture 
that makes a delicate appearance ; e are 
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jompoſed of (mall Corinthian Pilaſters which 
the Corniſh ; one of the Fathers of the 
Houſe deſigned them and ed the Work, 
They now begin to place ſome Pi between 
the Croiſees, The firſt which hath been 
dere is done by M. Audren, the ſecond by Monfi- 
ear Coipel, and in time the whole Quire ntay be 
farniſhe in this manner, which will conſiderably 
beantifie the Church. 
Thelittle Cloifter which lies on one ſide of this 
"Church, is the only thing that is rare and ftagu- 
kir- belonging to theſe tathers. It is adorn'd 
with# Dorick Archite@ure of Pilafter faſhion; 
Between the Arches ave! ſeveral Piftures repre 
fenting the Life of St. Brwno their ' Founder, and 
mcrtain Carroxches adjoyning to each Pitture, 
the Life of that Saint im Zatin Verſes.- The 
Iitures which hang at the Corners of the Cloi= 
ter, -repreſent - the _ of ſeveral HOES

NN Grand Chewen near Grenevle, of Pw on

All the Painting of 
this Clofter was done by Ie Surur,whoneverdid 
any thing finer than theſe Pieces here. Oflate 
days they have contrived Wooden Shuts in which 
they that them up, that they may not be inju- 
red, as certain perſons who envy the Merit and 
Reputation of that incomparable Man, have at- 
tempted to do. They do not open theſe Piſtures 
but upon certain Days, or when Curious Peo- 
ple defire to ſee them. It is apparent that -bet- 
ter Paintings than theſe cannot be ; yet had he 
lived we ſhould have had from him things in- 
| finitely 
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finitely more perfeft'; but his fate was like that ef 
Agpbael,-who dyed in an Age when his admirable 
Genius began to make him known. That which 
remainsf0 be ſeen in this Houſe is the RefeRory; 
which is very lightſom. Here the Religious nevgy 
Eat but upon Feſtivals, Sundays and Thurks 
days z- upon other days they take their repaſk 
mn their ſeveral Cells, which -are diſpoſed in a 
ſquare place round about their Church-Yard ar 
Cemetery. Theſe Cells are compoſed of Four 
or Ervc {mall Rooms all on-a Hoor, 
dhrqugbout, and very ſimply-furniſht. . Some of 
theſe; Fathers have by them wyery: curious, Libra, 
ries, the Father Ficer hath, ane. whick + is much 
eftecmed. Some of them employ themfelves ig. 
duftriouſly in divers Works, thereby to pak 
more eaſily their time of Solitude, which is very 
rigorous:in regard they are never permitted to 
0 out of the Houſe, .nox- tg receive any Viſits 

t at-certain' hours. ; And it is well and judicis 
oully obſerved by one of our Hiſtorians, that . the 
principal reaſon why theſe Fathers have preſerved 
the purxy of their firſt Inſtitute better than the 
other Orders, is becauſe they have always ſhun'd 
with extream care the great Commerce of the 
World,and the Viſits of Women: Two Dangerous 
Rocks for the Monaftick Life. 

Near the Carthuſians ſtands the little Convent 
of the Fexillans, in which is nothing extraordina« 
ry. But not far from this Convent dwells 
M. who hath a very neat Garden of the 
deſign of M. le Noſtre. 

From hence you deſcend to the Porte St, Mi. 
chael, which was taken down two Years ſince, to 
enlarge the Paſſage, which before that was very 


ſtrait and inconvenient. In the ſame place _ 
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the Gate ſtood, is built a Fountain under a great 
Arch in manner of a Niche, with a ſmall Porti=-

This place is, m truth, not largg, 
by reaſon of ſome Houſes built before it, bel 

ing to the Colledge des Treſoriers, however 

hinders not but that it is very handſom. Oy 
both hands it is fronted with very fair Houſes 
On one hand is a great Body of Lodgings ftone 
built of Two Stories high, in Boſſage Ruftick; 
and here is the Divinity >chool for thoſe Scholars 
who come from abroad to hear the Leduree 
which'are made here by Six Doftors, Three it 
. the Morning and Three in the Afternoon, who 
change from hour to hour. This School is great 
and high, and it is ſometimes made uſe of when 
a Thetfis is maintain'd by ſome Perſon of Qua» 
lity. On the Right Hand m this Court 'is the 
Chapel belonging to the Colledge of Clugni, 
K*takes up almoſt one fide of this C ourt, and

chitefture. The Portal of the Church confifts

above and below, between the Pillars, are 
Niches, in which are placed Statues of very good 
Workmanſhip ; as alfo are thoſe on the outtide, 
and thoſe within, between the Cornthian Pila- 
ters that ſupport the Roof.

The only Curioſity 
to be obſerved in- the Convent of thefe Fathers, 
is_their new Cloifter which contains” near a 
hundred Chambers all very neat and very lights 
fome, it is Square, and in the middle is a ſmall 
Garden adorifd with a Parterre and a, Foun- 
fain: The Fonr Coridors or - Walks, whit com- 
poſe this Cloifter, are vaulted and adorn'd with 
the Armes of thoſe pious Perſons, who did con- 
tribute to the Charges of the Building, which 
were not ſmall. The Refeftory, the Chapter- 
Houſe and the Library are worth ſeeing ; as for 
the Church'.it hath nothing Curious. There 
. are in it two famous Brotherhoods, one - of the 
Pilgrims of Feruſalem, and the other of the third 
Order of St. Francis, who have here their ſeveral 
Chapek.

they have reaſon for ſo doing, fince all things a« 
bound here, and the: Air is very pure, the 
Houſes being divided from one another by ſe- 
vera Gandens.

Rs Childebert, Son of the Great Clouiwas 
the Founder, Monſieur de Aexeray re- 
ports the particulars of the Foundation, and tells 
us, That that King being in Spain in th2 year 543+ 
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the Town of Serragoſe in which. were refu- 
pet: the Inhabitants elves-ſevere- 
y preſt by the French, and thinking in imitation 
of the ancient Komans, to move their Enemies by 
ym ns Je they concluded to make 
a about their Walls, in which they 
arried the Coat and” other Reliques of St. Yin. 
cent. At this fight Childebers was ſo effeftive- 
ly concern'd, that he yeilded fo far, that he was 
contented to depart with certain Prefents which 
the Biſhop: made him, among other things that. 
Coat, and thoſe Reliques of St. Yincens, which 
ke brought with him to Paris, and to the honour 
of them built the Church, of which we are now 
about to ſpeak 

This Abby hath had ſeveral. Names; it was 
ſometime called St. Croix, becauſe of a: piece -- 
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that Holy Wood placed here among the other 
Reliques which he brought with him : at preſet 
it bears the name of St. Germain, who was Abbkt 
here, and Biſhop of Pars, and is here interr' 
On his Feſtival day, which is the 28th of 
they expoſe to publick view his Shrine, whichaW 
of Silver gilt, adorn'd with a great quantity 
Precigus Stones; It is of a Gothick kind 
Work, but as curious and handſome as one ag 
ſee, All that remains of Childeberr's Building i 
the principal Gate at the end of the Church, 
and the great Steeple over it, which appear ve 
ry aacient. The Statues of the Kings and Queens 
which are on the ſides of this Gate, are of ſuch 
a deſign as diſcovers that in that Age the Guff 
of good Sculpture was not known ; for we can 
hardly diftinguiſh whether the Statnes re 
preſent Men or Women, The Tomb. of the 
King is in the middle of the

Altar is in the middle of the Crorſee ; and ſo con» 
trived, that one may go round it : In the fore» 
part of this Altar is a Table of Silver gilt, 
which is 2a great Ornament,. and-is ſhewed' oily 
on Feſtival Days. It is. adarn'd with the iguret 


of the Apoſtles, and a Crucifix in the middte, 
of an ancient ſort of Work, not-unhandſom. This 
ms the Gift of illiam, Abbot of this Houſe, 
hoſe Body was found intire not long ago, tho 
| had been buried ſeveral Apes. The Onre 
Wubere the Religious fing is behind, in which 
their Stalls or Seats are of a very handſom 
Workmanſhip. At the Feet of Childeberr's Tomb 
you may read the following Epitaph of Monſieur 
the Duke of Yerneiil, natural Son of Henry the 
Fourth, who before he marryed with the 
Dutcheſs of Sally, was Biſhop of Merz and 
Abbot of. St Germains. The Epitaph was made 
by the Learned Dom. Fean Mabillon. -

Cloiſter next the Church. It is, in truth, none 
" the folleſt,but in recompence of that,all the Books 

are the choiceſt and of the beſt Editions that an 
% be met with. Inthe laſt Age, when there wa 
not ſuch plenty of- Libraries as at preſent, thy 
here, was eſteemed the principal Library 
Par. And at this day, if it doth 'not contintk 
all out of the ſame reputation for Printe 
Books, yet for Manuſcripts none- will diſpute 
the precedeney,. of which we can no where meet 
awith ſo great a Quantity nor ſuch Choice ones 
-unleſs it be in the King's Library. Theſe Ms 
*'nuſcripts are kept at the further end, in a litth 
-Chamber by themſelves; which Room is full « 
them from the top to the bottom. Here att 
*ſome- of all 'SubjeRts, but chiefly ' of Religion 
'by means of which' great Lights, ſeveral tault 
'of Printers and ill Copiers have been diſcover 
ed and amended; In a little Prefs in the great 
Library, they preſerve ſeveral Volumes more 
choice and rare than the reft ; amongſt whichs 
-one called The Pſalter of Str. Germain; it bs 
ing ſuppoſed to have been uſed by that Saint, 
who lived about the Year 560. in the Reign af 
'Childebert, King of Fraxce , and Fuſtinian, Emp 
peror in the Eaſt. Formerly this Book was 
kept in the Sacrifty, among the Reliques ; but 
in regard it was ſo often deſired to be ſeen by 
curious perſons, it was removed hither: It s 
written in Letters of Gold and Silver, upon 


te coloured Velom ; ' and contains all the 
Purple colour 5 —_ 
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N Palms of David. / There-is alſo in the ſame 
place a very ancient Mitfal, which according to 
all appearance, is more than goo. Years old 3 
Certain Tablets of the Antients, made of ſmall 
_ Cedar, -with a kind of Wax or Varniſh 
nely ſpread over them, upon which they writ 
with their Stile ( or Steel Bodkin ); and ſeveral 
other Gogularities of ſuch ſort, which deſerve 
to be conhtidered ; above all, one great Volume, 
full of : Atteftations "of the Belief of ſeveral 
Greek Biſhops, touching Tranſubſtantiation z 
Which Atteftations the Learned M. Arnaud, 
with much. pains, procured. from Conſtantinople; 
by the means of Monſieur de Nointel, Ambaſſador 
from France to the Port, for Authorities againft 
thofe of the pretended Reformed Religion , 
who maintained that the Greek Church was of 
their Opinion. 

Having faid- thus much of the Library, the 
Reader. will not be diſpleas'd if I give ſome ac- 
count of thoſe Excellent Works , which the 
Learned Monks of this Houſe have lately pub- 
liſht ; of which the moſt uſeful and moſt confi» 
derable is St. Auguſtin's Works, which they have 
interpreted and corretted according to the moſt 
antient and authentique Manuſcripts in all the 
Libraries in Eurspe, of which they have had an 
account. We have already received five great 
Volumes, to which the publick have given an 
univerſal applauſe, and they are continually 
employ'd about publiſhing the reft with the 
ſame Purity, One may juſtly ſay, That there 
has not been any thing un{ertaken in this Age, 
of greater importance and advantage to Reli- 
gion s ia regard all the Diſputes that of late 

cars have happen'd among Divines on the ſub-

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of Grace, have riſen from the difergy 
= of that Father. The Churdyy 
obl:ged to theſe Learned Monks, who deſerve 
Is& Glory for their Pains, than they have lf 
Trouble in the undertaking, before they could 
_— Work to this Condition. Father Da 
nc i Achery, a Monk of this Houſe, hath pubs 
tiſht the Spicilegizm, and hath continued it ty 
the Thirteenth Volume in Quarto, in which by 
hatty collefted together ſeveral antient Pi 
hitherto hid in the Libraries of his Order, a 
which had been loſt in oblivion, without his care 
in thus. ſhewing them to the light ; m_ Vo 
tames he hath added learned , Whichaw 
3 great help tothe Curious. 

But after the incomparable Book, which I# 
ther Dom Fear Mabillos» has publiſht two Year 
ago, nothing further can be wiſht for; it 
Entiruled, De * Diglomatics, in Folio, with 
great number of Figures of antient Chartery, 
Which this Learned Author has decifer'd aftey 
the happieſt way that can be ; and therevpon be 
hath made moſt learned Remarques, to teach us 
how to know if they be Counterfeits, which wit 
appearan eaſe thingtohim who has readthisBook, 
Thofe who have peruſed it can never ſufficiently 
$dmire the Pains and Patience of the Author, in 
making ſuch Learned Diſcoveries asare in 't ; and 
there is harMfly any Work in which there appear 
more folid Judgment than in this ; which 1s the 
cauſe that of the ſmall number of Author 
which we can reckon among the Learned, he is 
one of thoſe who is moſt efteem'd and hath the 
jn__ Reputation. We have alſo from his 

nd fevera} Volumes of 4nalets (or Fragments) 
in 0few,' which he continues daily, with much 
care.

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The Palace of. ORLEANS, 


Therwife call'd The Palace of Luxembouy| 
becauſe it ftands in the ſame place where 
formerly ſtood a Hel of that name. 
Of all the Houſes in Paris, and eyen in the 
whole Kingdom ; there is none more regular, 

better deſign'd for Architefture, or more 
nificent than this Palace. Maryde Medicis, Wh 
dow of Henry IV. cauſed it to be built, and for 
that purpoſe made uſe of the ableft Artiſt of 
her time, named Facques de Broſſe, the ſame per- 
fon who deſigued the Portal of St. Gerueis, of 
which 1 have already ſpoken. That great 
Queen ſpared no Cofts to leave Pofterity a M6 
nument of her magnificence. All Foreign Trae 
vellers doagree, that in all Hfaly, there is no- 
thing to be ſeen, where Art hath been obſerved 
with more exa{tneſs, and where more Grandeut 
and Majeſty appears, than in this building. It is 
compoſed of a great Square Court, at the furs 
ther end of which is the main Body of the Build 
Ing, accompanied at the: ends with four Pavilli- 
ons, and in the middle. the Avant-corps, which 
- makes a fifth, ſet off with Pillars. On each fide 
of the foreſaid Court are two long Galleries a 
little lower than the reft of the Building, each 
ſupported with 9 Arches, under which one may 
walk dry round about the Court. The Tront of 
all this Palace is after the manner of an open 
Gallery, with a kind of Dome in the middle 
ſupported with Pillars, under which is the great 
Door 
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Door butting upon the. Ru# dg-Tournen ;, at the 
upper part of which Street this Palace is ſittia- 
ted; which adds much to the beauty of its Ave» 
ax, At cach end of the Galleries, and alſo of the 
two Tarrafſes, which run along the fore-part of 
the Court, are two other great Pavillions, which 
Rand in the ſame Line with the Face of the Build- 
ing. The Architefture of - this Palace conſiſts 
of Pilafiers, except about the great Portal, 
and 'on the Garden fide before a little Dome, 
which ſerves for a Chapel, where are ſome 
Pillars which ftand off Now, the Work. The 
Orders obſeryed in this Work are the Tuſ+ 
can, and the Dorick, with an Attique above ; 
and on the Garden fide over the Tuſcan a1 
Dorick, is an Ionick, which makes a- third Ore 
der compleat, with Baluftrades round atout the 
top ; as alſd Frontons and Faces, on which ;are 
great Statues in cumbent poſtures, ſupporting, 
Crowns. This &ellent Archite{ture” 'is "till 
more beautiful, by reaſon of the Boſage. that 
runs all over the Work, no other Ornaments 
being neceſſary. All that you ſee here' js ac- 
cording to the plain and true Rules of Art,; which 
is the cauſe that all thoſe who are any thing 
knowing in Architefture, take more delight, i 
conſidering this Palace, and obſerve more bean- 
ties in it, than thoſe who regardonly the things 
without knowing the true value: . This Palace is 
at preſent inhabited by two illuſtrious Princeſſes, 
Daughters of the late Duke of Orleans, only 
Brother. of Lewy the XIII. On the teft hand as 
You come inare the Apartments of Malemoiſell 
d'. Orleans, .and onthe right thoſe of Madam! the 
Dutcheſs of Guiſe, her viſter. In the firft men- 
tioned Tre ſeveral excellent Plafons, and ye 
'—- 
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rich Furniture ; in the laft wary Mae, | 
u ought to ſee the Gallery painted by th 
amous Aubens of Ammwerp, who. was invited from 
Fanders on. purpoſe to paint it. Theſe Pain, 
ings are great Piftures on the Pannets betwee 
the Divitions, in which are repreſented the pri 
cipal ations of Henry the TV his Life, more eff 
cally thoſe in which Mary of Medici had ap 
concern. No Man can defire to ſte bir 
| _ defi or better perform'd ; þ 
hat which is moſt to be admired is the excellett 
Colouring, which this famous Mafter uſed in hj 
Works, in which thing he ſurpaſt all othen, 
Often do the Young Painters come and ſtudy i 
this Gallery, and in regard it is all throughoutd 
his manner, they may cafily here learn the ldex 
of Excellent Peinture. The Garden was formerh 
very beautiful, and full of lirtle Groves and <@- 
ver d Walks ; but ſeveral hard Winters having 
killed many of the Trees, it hath been thowes 
neceſſary to cut up the reft to make room 
others, which they have already begun to plant; 
the end of the great Walk, before the Parterr, 
deſigned to make a Fountain ; fo much 
of it as isalready made, is of a very good kind 
of Anchitefture, It is a kind of Niche, adorn

chargd with Congelations, on which are Sea

It was formerly the Z#7:el oo 
being built at divers tinies by ſna 
conveniency would allow, the Symmetry 
not over carefully obſerved ; but as to the 
Furniture it is difticalt to ſee any elſewhere 
more magm or more numerous. There 
are Piftures done by all the excellent Mafters, 
extraordinary Tapiftries, which did formerly 
belong to the iHuftrious Houſe of Aſoatmerexcy, 
aud Jewels fairer than in any Houſe of Europe. 
Here isalſo a Library very numerous, in which 
corions Books 
and Writings extream rare. But that which 
you onght moſt to endeavour to ſee is the Gar- 
den, which in a ſpace of Ground ſmall enough, 
ſhews all the beauties and ſingularities which 
Art and Nature joyned together can produce. 
There are here certain Rooms or Arbours, ma 
by Hollanders, with abundance of 1 : At 
therend of each walk frands a fall Triumphal 
Arch of the ſame work. In Summer this Gar- 
den is full of Oranges and Jaſmins, which- 
makes the Walk here in the Evening moſt de-

beautified for his Niece the Dutcheſs of 4. 
Luillon, with great Expence, as one may eafily 
perceive by the Excellent Zlefons, and more e- 
ſpecially that in the great Hall, which coſt a 
great price : Here was in thoſe days very mag- 
nificent Furniture, and- all ſorts of Curioſitig 
extreamly rare ; , but they have. beeri ſince 
Jperſtd into. ſeveral hands upon the Death of 
that Dutcheſs. 

Hard by, and on the ſame fide of the way, 
are the, Nuns du. Calvaire, of Saint Benet's 
Order; here Founded in the Year 1020. by 
Queen. Mary of Medicis. Their Church and 
Convent hath nothing of extraordinary, no more 
than

"His Monaſtery was Founded abont the 
3 beginning of the laſt Age, by the Libe- 
' Tahities of certain Burgeſſes of Paris ; who be- 

ſtowed a ſmall Houſe, Situated in this place, 
on. the Carmelite Friers, who came from Spain, 
and brought into France the Reform which St. 

Tereſa had made in the Order, of Mount Car. 
mel, In the Year 1613 they began the Fonn- 
dation; and Mary de Medrcis laid the firſt 
Stone of their Church, as we may perceive by

"Mary de Medicis the Mother, laid the Foun- 
dation of this Church, 1613. 


Chancellor Seguier declared himſelf their Pro- 
teftor, and became a great Benefattor ; among 
other things he gave them wherewithal to build 
their great Altar ; which is of a very handſome 
delign, adorned with Corinthian'Pillars of black 
Marble, and ſeveral Figures repreſenting the 
principal Saints of this Order. All the Church 


. is of the Tuſcan 'order of building ; yet, ir 


truth, it is none of the moſt regular. In the 
middle there is a Dome, painted in the top 
by a Chanon of the Church of Lzige, named 
Bertolet, who was no bad Painter, as one may well 
judge by this Work ; which repreſents the Af 
ſumption of Elias, in a Chariot of Fire, and. 
his. Mantle falling on his Diſciple Eliſha, who 
receives it with open Arms. 

_ There are in this Church two Chapels that 
deſerve a particular conſideration. The firft of 
which is on the left hand, under the Dome, 
and Dedicated to the Holy Virgin; in which 
there is a ftatue of white Marble, the fineft 
that. can be ſeen :. It was-made at Rome, by a 
Diſciple of the Famous Cavalier Bernin, and coſt, 
a great expence $0 bring it from thence. It is 

not 
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not eafic ever tomeet with a. better fighre thay 
this. It repreſents the Holy Virgin fitting 
and holding ter Iifant on her Knee; what 
ſmiles and extends his little Arms to. embrace 
her. All that one'can wiſh toſte in a compleat 
and finiſhe Sta is to be found in this; and all 
Men ought to it as the beſt Piece in the 
Kingdom: The Niche in which 'it ftands over 
the Altar is of the Deſign of Cavalier Bernin, it 
is adorn'd with four Corinthian Pillars of a 
veird Marbte. The other Chapel is over againſt 
this, and dedicated to St. Tereſa, as appear 
by the Piftore in the middle. This Chapel is 
adorn'd with Marble Pillars, of a compoſite 
Order, but very fingular, with Feſtotis on the 
- Freefe; butthisis the Architefts own fancy, and 
there are but few examples of ſuch Work. How- 
ever the whole is very handſom and plea 
to the view. The Baluftrades of theſe two Ak 
fars, and that alſo of the t Altar which 
ſtands betwern *em, are of a choice ſort of 
Marble. The reft of the Church hath nothing 
at all extraordinary, unleſs it be the white 
painting, with which it is all over painted, 
which has a Glofs, and ſhines like E. If 
is id that thefe Fathers have a Secret to make 
it thus, ani that they are not willing to diſcover 
the myſtery to any. | 
In the inner part of the Houſe there is no-. 
thing remarkable but the Eibrary, which tho" it 
be but tittte, and the number of Books very ſimal!, 
yet it onght to be ſeen if it were only for the 
delicate profpett which it hath over the Neigh- 
bouring Fields. Theſe Fathers have the hand- 
fmeft Gardens ant the beft kept in all Pars, 
which is not to their fmall advantage, for in or 
gar 
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they eat no Fleſh, they have- from their 
fb. ſufficient of Roots and Pulſe, and 
like, whereon toſublft without buying. 
- Ina Street at the end of this, which is call'd 
» Kut du Kegzrd, is a ſmall Houſe lately built, 
[whoſe proſpetts are all upon the Neighbour- 
Gardens, and is extream neat and hand- 


The Fortreſs where the Academiſts of M. Ber- 
wed exerciſe is not far off, It ftands near the 
Walls of the Plas d Orleans, incloſed in a little 
ppece of Ground, and ſerves for this uſe only. 
Here they make their attaques as regular, as 
Fat the taking ofa place of the impor- 
mnCce. 

In the Ru# Caſſette near the Carmes of which I 
have been ſpeaking, is, The Monaſtery of rhe 
Nuns of the Holy Sacrament, who owe their 
Foundation to the late Dutcheſs of Orleazs, 
Scond Wife of Monficur Gafton of France, Duke 
of Orleans, Son of Henry the TV. and Brother of 
Irwis the XHI. This Hiuftrions Princes who 
was of a moſtexemplary Piety, was their great 
Bencfaftreſs, and gave them wherewathal ta 
build their Church, . and their great Altar ; 
which laſt is of a very handfom \Vainſcot work, 
Marble painted, and the Ornaments gilt, all 
which ſhows very handſomly , but this is all that 
is here to be ſeen. Fvery Thurfdey they fing 
here a Salutation of the Holy :acrament, at 
which a great number of Devyout Perſons alhit, 
and offer up their Pravers. 

In the Street call'd Xu# du Fot de fer, which al»

TE” HE Church of theſe Fathers is but ſmall 
but in recompence of that, it is one of the 
handſomeſt and beft deſigned for Architefture 
m Paris, It is ſaid that one of the Fathers of 
this Society named Father Marlange, drew the 
deſign, and having well obſerved the. faults of 
that-in the Ru# Sr. Antbonie, of Father de Kant's 
deſigning, he alter'd many things. This Fa- 
ther being conſulted with about the work of this 
Church, would not meddle till the General had 
given him permiſſion to do what he thought 
proper, without being obliged to, obſerve the 
orders of any one whatſoever of the Society, 
After this he undertook the building, which 1s 
not fo big as the other, but it infinitely ſur- 
paſfes it in Regularity. The Portal is of Pila+ 
Kers of the Dorick Order, and over them the 
Tonick Order, The infide is alſo of Dorick Pi- 
laſters ſupporting a Corniſh, between the Triy- 
lifes, of which are ſeveral Ornaments wr 24 
ſenting the Inftruments of our Lord's Paſhon. 
The great Altar is but very plain of Joyners 
Work, adorn'd with two Corinthian Pillars. 
But that which ſets off this Altar infinitely be- 
yond the faireſt of the Kingdom, is the great 
Picture which you ſee there of the famous Pouſin, 
one of the beft which that afle Maſter ever did. 
All the Curious efteem this piece extreamly, 
and look upon it as the beſt in France for ex- 


atneſs of deſign; Notwithſtanding the bjeſtion

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of ſome Criticks, who ſay the Ear of St, Francis 

Ntvier, who is here repreſented on his Knees, 

working a Miracle, is bigger than it oughe 
he ; 


to be. 
After you have ſeen the Church, you ought 
i ask to ſee the Chapel of the Congregation, 
which lies on the left Hand of the Door, as you 
wme in. It is adorn'd with a gilt Wainſcot, 
and Piftures from ſpace to ſpace; and in the 
Ceeling a Plafon well Painted. On the Feſtivals 
the Altar is adorned with a rich Furniture of 
Mver, which the Members of this Society have 
Ven. we 
: The whole Houſe is very Commodious, tho" it 
be of no great extent, by reaſon it is all encloſed 
by four Streets on every fide. The following 
Inſcription is cut on the firſt Stone of the Church, 
which was laid by the late Duke of Yernexil.

The- Seminary, Houſe of St. Sulpitizs is near 
the Church ; the building is great and ſpacious, 
and was raiſed at the expences of Mouſfieur de 
wonvilliers,who alſo bath furniſhed it at his own 
Colts. Obſerve here, eſpecially the Chapel, the 
fon of which was Painted by M. le Brun, in 
which he hath repreſented the Aſſumption :; This 
x one of the fineſt things that he ever did. 

St. Germain's Fair is kept near St. Sulpice at 
the end of the Rue de Tournon; it begins at the 
eaſt of the Purification. 2 Feb: and lafts to the 
firſt Day of Lent, nay it continues often to 
Eaſier. The place is not extraordinary; it 
is compoſed of ſeveral cover'd Walks, diſpoſed 
in a ſquare form, and croſſing one another. Here 
the Shop-keepers and Merchants keep their Sta- 
tions, and (ell here generally all kind of Mer- 
chandize whatſoever. Tradeſmen are privi- 
ledged to cometo this Fair from all parts. There 
are ſome Shops here full of very rich Commo- 
dities and very curious things. And in that of 
M- Herot, you may meet with ſome Piftures of 
very great price, 

Monſlteur the Abbot Bourdelot dwells in the 
Rue de Tournon, whoſe profound Learning has 
gain'd him mighty reputation.

any in which there appears more of 
nificence and piety together than in this, ſince 
that prodigious expence which hath been be 
Kow'd on this Work is ſolely intended for the 
maintenance of crippled Souldiers ; who bei 
diſabled to ſerve any longer m the Army, w 
be forced to lead a Languiſhing and Miſerable 
Jife, were it not for the ſupport which they find 
 8n this Houſe, where they are ſupply withal 
Wings, and may end the courſe of their Liva 
in Exerciſe of Chriſtian Piety. But that 
which is not a little ſurpriſing is, that all this 
waſt Edifice was compleated, as it now is, it 
—— than Eight Years, and in the height of the 
ar. 
- About the Year 16**. they began to lay the 
FSrft Foundations of this curious Structure, 
awhich at preſent makes one of the Chief Orna- 
ments of Paris. It is _ ſquare, and cot- 
zains in its Circumference frve Courts of the 
fame Figure, one great one in the middle, and 
£wo lefler on each fide, all which are compat 
about with Apartments, in which the Souldiers 
have their ſeveral Lodgings.

# # very handſom Show. At theend of the Court, 
| oppoſite to the principal Entry, is the Por-. 
tal of the Church, compoſed of two ranks of 
hrs, the” firft or lowermoſt of the Com 
fite- order, and the ſecond of the Corinthian. 
Here you may enter into that part of the Chnrch 
which is appointed for thoſe of the Houſe : as 
for, thoſe who come from abroad they are 
building another part already ſomewhat advan- 
ed, and this Will be incomparably more mag- 
gificent. The Model in little may be ſeen in a 
Pavillion raiſed on purpoſe ; if it be performed 
according to'this Model,nothing can be ſcen more 
glorious or of a greater deſign. Jt will be a 
Dome very high raiſed, under which the great 
Altar is to be placed, which will be enricht with 
all the meft beautiful Ornaments, which the moſt 
fudied Architefture can produce. The Cove» 
ring is to be gilt like that at Yal de Grace, but 
they intend this to be more regular, and better 
perform'd, both for the diſpotition and the Or 
taments, You ought to ſee the Infirmarits, 
which are divided from the reſt of the Houſe, 
but not far off. The Beds are neat. and the Sick 
teceive there all the help and afſiftance that is 
neceſſary, they are ſerved by the Siſters of the 
Charity of St. Zagar's, who make it their parti- 
cular profeſſion to wait upon the Sick in all parts 
of the Town, as well as in this Houſe. But that 
which Strangers ought to obſerve more eſpeci- 
ally, are the four great Refeftories which are” 
on cach fide of the middle Court, where you _ 
t F 2 ce 
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ſee painted in Freſquo, the principal - Sicges 4nd 
Battels which France has gain'd againſt her Eng 
mies. Few.Pittures are - more exatly deſign'd; 
or can ſhew-more variety and life than theſe ; the 
ſight of which- things cannot chooſe but give 
a very great pleaſure, to thoſe who were cons 
cern'd in the Attions repreſented. There is in 
this Houſe a certain Souldier works in Tapiſtry 
whom you ought not to forget to viſit, As you 
g0 out you may obſerye the Front of the build- 
ing, with the great Court before it, compaſt 
about with a dry Ditch, and a Wall of Freeſtone, 
from which you have a delicate Proſpett. They 
keep Guard at the Gates here in the ſame mat» 
ner as in a Citadel, thereby to preſerve the 
Souldiers in Health, and free from Idlenek. 
The Diſcipline which they obſerve in this Houſe 
is admirably exatt ; and the Fathers of the Miſ- 
fion, whu have the Care and Condutt of the 
place,,acquit themſelves very worthily.

In the Petite Rxe Guillaume, ſtands a large 
Houſe in which dwells Monſieur Talon, Advocat

T H E Houſe of theſe Fathers is of no great& 
Antiquity than that of the other Mend 
eants, of which I have already ſpoken. Hifts- 
rians ſay, that they came to Pars about the'Year 
1270. and that they were then calld the Hermite 
of St. Auguſtine, Their firſt Habitation was near 
the Gate of Momr-marire, in the Street callt 
Re des Fieux Auguſtine's, which ftill keeps that 
hame , and while they dwelt in that Quarta 
they made uſe of the Church of St. Mary Z2yprias, 
which is ſtill remaining. They changed their 
abode fome years after, and came into the A 
des Bernardins, where there is at preſent St Ni 
Jus dn Chardonnet: but finding that place no more 
Commodious than the former, they ſhifted once 
again. and came at laſt to this place, intending 
to aſſociate with the , Penitents called Sachers, 
who were apparel'd in a kind of Sackcloth, and 
were placed by <t. Lew on the Bank of the Seine, 
in the ſame plage where the Convent ſtands at 
th's day. This habitation the Sachets left en» 
ticely to them, and became themſelyes diſperſed

It is obſervable that this Bridge is one of the 
moſt beautiful that, can be ſeen for its length, 
which extends over the two arms of the Seine,

The: Statue of HENRY IV. 


is Monument ſtands at the middle of the 

Pont=Neuf, at the corner of the J/le dy 
Pajaw: It «was ſet up in the Year 1639, by 
Lewis XI. to the memory of Zenry IV. who 
is repreſented on Horſe-back, as big as the life, 
all of Braſs, and raiſed upon a Pedeſtal of White 
Marble ; where the principal Aﬀions of that 
great King are repreſented in Bas-Kelieft 
of the ſame Metal alſo, theſe are placed twd 
and two of every fide. At the four corners of 
the Pedeſtal are placed four Slaves of Braſs alſo, 
treading, Upon certain Antique Arms, All theſe 
pieces, except the Horſe, were deſigned and 
caft by one named Francheville, originally of Cam- 
bray ; who was efteemed as one of the beſt Scul- 
ptors of his time, of wloſe hand you may ſee 
ſeveral other Works, much eſteemed * among 
others, the Marble Statue repreſenting -Truth, 
in the Tuileries.
